after it had been awarded to the com- 
pany. Meantime the company had taken 
contracts from other cities, notably with 
Syracuse, and they naturally gave priori- 
ty to the contracts that were awarded 
flist. Another reason for delay was that 
the contract called for poles for the sys- 
tem, and there had been so much com- 
plaint of the streets being blockaded 
with poles, that the company did not 
wish to block up the streets unnecessa- 
rily, and as the statute gave them the 
right to use any poles used by the city, 
they were waiting for the location to bo 
granted to the telephone company for its 
poles, under recommendation of the 
chief of the fire department and the city 
engineer, which polos wore to he used 
by the telephone company, the city fire 
alarm system, and the police signal 
system. That location had only just 
been granted. Third, the ooiiti-act called 
fora central office, stable appliances and 
20 boxes. The city has no stahle, it has 
not even laid the foundatioii for one, and 
it had never directed the company where 
to place its stable appliances. The city 
itself was deliiujiiont, and we might call 
fur ail investigation of the cause of the 
delay in regard to the city’s part. It 
might be said that if the boxes were put 

up the oflicers could use tlie telephones j should appeal from his decision. 


Coiincilinan Forknall strongly objected 
and asked why not appropriate $.‘>0U a 
year for Wards 1 and 7 or for Wards 4 
and 5. The order only passed the school 
hoard at the last meeting, probably, be- 
cause three or four members were ab- 
sent. 

I’resident Hyde stated for the infor- 
mation of the speaker, that the state- 
ment was not true. 

Couneilman Collins explained how the 
town had entered into a compact to ap- 
piopriate enough to reduce the cost of 
getting to the High school from the 
south side of the city to the average 
amount paid from other sections. Flic 
city had rati tied the compact, and it had 
heeii carried out for 27 years. Wards u 
and 0 asked it as a right, as it was the 
condition on which they gave up their 
advanced school at Newton Centre. 

Councilman Porter asked why the 
proposition was not confined to this year, 
and perhaps the committee to confer 
with the U. & A. oflicers would make 
satisfactory arrangements. 

Councilman Forknall said it was pure 
charity and nothing else, why not pay 
for the transportation of scholars from 
Skinner Hill? 

Councilman Luke asked if any other 
part of the city had ever asked for such 
an appropriation. 

President Hyde said they had not. 

Councilman Porter said ho did not be- 
lieve in spending $.700 a year for 20 
pupils. 

Councilman Koffe replied that the 
order only called for $u0 a month for the 
balance of the present school year. 

Councilman Forknall amended to ap- 
propriate the same sum for Wards I and 
7, and Councilman Estabrook seconded. 

The motion to suspend the rules for a 
second reading was lost.

The olTccts of this bigb tarilT were first 
to destroy tbe value of important smelt- 
ing works, on the .Vtlantic seaboard; sec- 
ondly, to make tbe price of copper near- 
ly five cents a pound higher to .American 
than to foreign con.snmers; thirdly, to ii:- 
crease onr exports of the raw material 
but to decrease onr exports of mamifae- 
Inresof copper; foiirtbly, to diminisb the 
use of tills metal for purposes where it 
is espeeiiilly valuable. 

Tbe way it was in inagml for a large- 
part of tbe time was as follows; The 
eop|icr product of the whole country was 
“pooleii,” tbe home demand was' sold 
just below tbe foreign price pins the diH 
t.y,|and;tbe surplus was sold abroad at tbe 
foreign price, the foreign purchaser be- 
ing pledged not to sen 1 it back to Ibis 
country, liy this means the price of cop- 
per ranged from .'! to .7 cents higher in 
this eonntry than ill Kiigland fur nearly 
all tbe years since 18(11.

Tbe following results would follow the 
abolition of the dntic upon copper in 
ore, in bars, ingots, old, and other nii- 
mannraetured and in sheets: 

1, No foreign copper, except in ore' 
would be im|>orted, for even now (during, 
1880) we export :!.7,i)00 Pins of copper an- 
nually, and sell it abroad in compelition 
with foreign eopiier. This is sullicient 
proof timt, as compare.I with the' rest of 
Iho world, we must, be under anyeirenm- 
stances a coiiper exporting and notaeop- 
[icr imiiorting nation; and American cop- 
per manufacUirers would under any cir- 
cnnistanecs be supplied from onr home 
jiroduelion. 

2. t ’opper ori s would be ' ini|)orted 
principally, however, to assist by ibcir 
smelting properlies in inercasing and 
eben|)cning tbe iirodnelion of .Vmerican 
copper from .Vmeriean ores. Nearly all 
tbe eoiiper ore mined in Canada and 
Mexico would be smelted in ibis country 
ratbei than, ns now, in Kngland. Thus 
we would build uii a largo smelting and 
refining business liere, and we would 
soon have works of sufiieient cajiaeity to 
refine the argentiferous eonper ore, of 
Montana. .\t inesent all tlieso ores go to 
Kngland and Germany simply lieeansc we 
have no works of snllicieiit capacity ; not 
lieeansc we are igmiranr, as some have 
Kupinised, of tbe [irocess of separating 
silver and nickel from copper. This 
would be of great benefit to the miners 
of .Montana, who would be able to get 
more for their matte than they ai— now 
doing. 

;l. Tbe combination of slieet c(ip)ier 
rolleis would lie forced to lower llieir 
prices to sneli as would yield tlicm a fair 
ami not an exorbitaiit jirolil. Kuwor du- 
ties (111 sheet and bolt copper would stim- 
ulate them to make exertions toward fe- 
dneiiig tliu cost of rolling by remodeling 
tlieir ancient works and using improved 
maebinery, as some, in fact, of ilie new 
mills am doing. 

4. Tbe markets for .Tmeriean eoppei 
and brass goods w mild not be lesliicted 
to till- I’liilcd .StiVles, lint wo would be 
able III semi abroad tbu greater part, if 
mil all, onr surplus copper in the form ol 
maniifaetnied arlicles. The eonsnmp- 
tion of eop|i..>r in all forms would increase 
very largely here in eonseiiuenee of low- 
er prices. 

■7. Facilities for copjier smelling here 
by the importation of foreign ores woulil 
again make ,irofitalilu ilie working of tbe 
mines of Ilie .Ttlanlic .Slates, gre.illy re- 
diiee the cost Ilf prodnelion of Arizona, 
and greatly ebuapen and faeililate tbu 
.Montana iirodnelion

Most boiisukceprrs know bow invaln- 
alile newspapers are for packing 
tbe winter elotliing, the pri 
acting ns a defiance to the stoutest 
as successfully as camphor or 
For this reason newspapor.s 
able under tbe carpet, laid over Ilie 
regular carpet paper. Tbe most valuable 
iin.ality of newspapers in the kitchen, 
bowevor, is their ability to keep out air. 
It is well known that ice completely 
enveloped in iicwspajicrs, so that all air 
is shut out, will keep a longer time than 
under other conditions, and tliat a 
piteber of ice water l.iid in a newspaper, 
with the ends of the paper twisted to- 
gelber to exclude ibe air, will remain all 
night ill any .summer room nitli scarcely 
any peicuptildc melting of tlie ic(\ 
Tbe.sc fads sbouid be utilized ofteiitr 
than llieyareiii tbe care of the sick at 
night. In freezing ice cream, when the 
ice is scarce, pack Ibe freezer only tbree- 
ipiai tors full of ice and salt, and fini.sli 
wiili newspapers, and the dilTeicnce in 
tbe lime of freezing and ipiality of tbe 
cream is not iiercepliblu fr-.m tlie result 
where the Ireeze;- is packed f.ill ol ice. 
•Vfler removing [lie daslier, it i.s l-etler 
to cork up the cream and cover it tightly 
with a packing of nen spapers than ti> 
use more ice. The newspaper retain tlie 
cold already in tbu ico better than a 
packing of cracked ice and salt, which 
niiist liavc crevices to admit the air.— 
English Homo and Fnrm.

As piedictcd last week, the lesoUitioii 
for a comiiiiltcc to investitjate tlio rca- 
Boii for the delay of the (?ametvcU com- 
pany in putting in their police signal 
system, failed to pass the common coun- 
cil, after a rather heated debale, in which 
members of the tipper hraiieh took a 
somewhat lively interest. The (latne- 
wcll company did not seem to lack 
fiiends, and thoif side of the case w.as 
ably presented by Conncilmon Collins. 
Mcatl and Korknall. The attacking par- 
ty was led by Coitneilman Porter, and 
sniiported rather mihily by Cottitcilmen 
Luke and Hall, althongh even after the 
vote was taken Councilman Porter letl a 
forlorn hope for the remainder of the 
session, endeavoring to have the vote de- 
clared illegal after C'ouncilmen Mead 
and Dutch had left, in the hope that in 
their absence the liamewell oiiponents 
could muster a majority. Unfortunately 
for the etTort, the President of the Com- 
mon Council decided the points of or- 
der on the broad principles of etiuity, 
and boldly invited an appeal from his dc- 
cisioi s. The Common Council, always 
rather sensitive about its rights, became 
rather restless under what some imag- 
ined was dictation from the tipper 
branch, and Congressman Luke put an 
end to the unpleasant personal discus- 
sion by saying that all he wanted was an 
honest vote; such a vote had been taken, 
and the members sbotild abitle by the 
wish of the majority. TheatTair creatcil 
an excitement unusual to the city coun- 
cil, and the report of the ptoccediugs 
will be found full of interest. 

The case against the Gantewell com- 
pany would have beeti a strung one, but 
for one Ihing, and, unfoitnnately, for 
that one thing the city is to blame — the 
city stable, in which a very important 
part of the elect rical appliances is to be 
placed, is not only not yet finished, but 
is hardly beg tin. Even if the oomi>any 
had completed all the rest of their sys- 
tem, they would have had to wait sever- 
al months before this part couhl be put 
in, and the system tested as a whole, and 
what is of Kitial importance to the com- 
pany, probably, before it could be jiaid 
for. To criticise them for failing to 
fulfil their contract, wouhl be like a bus- 
iness man ordering a steam engine and 
boiler, the latter to bo placed in a new 
boiler house within a specitieil time, and 
then before he had ever begun the boiler 
house, tinding fault with the comi>auy 
anil trying to break the contract, because 
it had not put up the engiuc and boiler 
within the time agreed upon. 

The Gantewell company say that they 
w ill have the boxes ami wires all iiii, 
long before the city stable is ready to al- 
low them to complete the work, and 
they certainly wottlil have little ditliculty 
inkloing this.

AUSTIN STREET EXTENSION. 

On page 8 of this issue will be found a 
presentation of the case of the extension 
of .\ustin street, for which Mr. T. II. 
Carter has labored so liaid, and hereto" 
fore so inefTecliially. The numerously 
signed petitions, anti Jhe letters atl- 
ilressed to the chairmatt of the highway 
committee, with Mr. Carter’s presenta- 
tion of the case, are there given in full. 
The residents and property owners on 
the hill portion of this street arc certain- 
ly unfortunate, as their natural outlet is 
shut up, and although they are taxed to 
the full limit they have not the conven- 
iences enjoyed by other sections. 

Mr. Carter, the largest property owner 
on the hill, says ho does not care for 
himself, as the improvement wouhl not 
be enjoyed by him very long, but he 
wouhl like to have things straightencil 
out for those who are to come after him, 
and he regards the opening of a direct 
street from Newtonville to West Newtiin 
on the south side of the railroail tiack 
as a I'liblic necessity. It is certainly un- 
fortunate for Mr. Carter that the mem- 
bers of the board of aldermen could not 
see their way to devise some means to 
help along this improvenient.and he hopes 
that when the ciiso is fully understood 
objections to departing from the preced- 
ent established will be tlone away with. 

I.N another column will be found a let- 
ter from a valued corresponilent of the 
Gk.vimiH", suggested by Uev. .Mr. White's 
letter on the Hoard of Health. In it the 
writer pays a deservedly high tribute to 
the medical member of the board, who 
has served so faithliilly without pay, 
ami to the injury of his own inactice, 
and onr correspondent thinks that the 
city should pay the medical member of 
the boaril. It is a great deal to ask a 
physician in active practice to lake such 
a position, and the demands made upon 
his time and strength are too groat to 
ask him to serve for nothing. Dr. Eris- 
bie has only consented to remain for some 
months at the urgent re<iuest of luonii- 
nent citizens, but he fe'cls that be has 
done all that his duty as a citizen re- 
riitires, and he is .soon to retire. His re- 
tirement will be a distinct loss to the 
boa rd. 


Tiikiik appears to be some hope yet 
for the 1 fiends of honest money. The sil- 
ver men in the House say that they will 
pass their bill ami if the Senate refuses 
to accept it then there will be no silver 
legislation this Congress. This would 
prove the old saying about when a cer- 
tain class ttf men fall out. honest men 
get their dais. Still the silver mine 
owneis in the ."senate will ])robably ac- 
cept the house bill if they can get noth- 
ing better, as that would heli> to mater- 
ially raise the i>rice of their product, by 
creating an artilicial market. The lios- 
ton .lonrual says that the New" England 
Senators and Congress do not approve of 
the proposed silver legislation but never- 
theless tliey w ill voteas the catieus tells 
them to. 


“IJi.-vc K Ueaiily. The Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin of the Horse,” or some other in- 
lltieiice is evidently having an etfcct in' 
Newton, as some of the handsomest 
teams have no check reins at all on the 
horses, and tiic fashion appears to be 
spreading. The over-draw cheek was a 
cruel and barbarous contrivance, and 
the fact that it is falling into disuse will 
be good ncw"s to all friends of the horse. 
The idea seems to be gaining ground that 
a handsome horse looks better w ithout a 
check rein, while it is only the inferior 
animal that needs to have this contriv- 
ance for giving him an appearance of 
style.

Dear Sir;— 1 was too unwell to he 
present at the hearing .Monday evening. 

There is one view of the m.itter tiiat I 
think deserves more attention lhan it 
has leceiveil, anil 1 ask llie libeity of 
stating it, liiongh 1 claim that my zeal is 
nioie for the piih'ic good tiian* jnivate 
iiiteiest. .After 1 had bought the land 
from Walnut street to Greenwood avenue 
(all f.iim .'and, a flag station), I opened a 
roadway to tiiat avenue, from Walnut 
street and called it Ilighlan-l avenue, 
giving the land now belonging to .Mr. 
Lovett to .Mr. llutler as a com ributioii to 
bis road farllier west, spi-niling alto- 
gether some .•s.7(H) I, w illi atiille for the 
land and maiiitaiiiiiig it myself, siicli as 
it was, more than a ilozi-ii years, raising 
the tax valuation more than one liniidieil 
and fifty thousand dollars, before tl.e 
town spent a doll.ir upon it. 

.Subsequently w hen I het-aine iiossessed 
of till- land on the,nortli side of the hill, 
some seventeen years ago, I laid it out in 
a way that everybody w ho looked at it 
pronoiiiii-ed the best possible for all 
owners, the village and city, f,>r all time 
(see i-laii) ;iiiil no suggestion of iniprove- 
nieiit has been made of that plan to this 
day. Not only did 1 lay it out, hut I 
spent, or caused to be spent more than 
.■soii^oi)(i in roads, and seven houses. .■jeiiH) 
I spent Oil the section of the road where 
the houses stood, making it such as 
could not have been iT-Jccti-d hut for one 
thing. 

riiere was a ledge supposed to cost 
■i-L'Oo to rednee ilmt was .iski-d from the 
city in accepting the road. The i-ngi- 
-ji-i-r's opinion was against it, and so it 
was not done, and the rejei-tioii of tiiat 
petition has ronsi r/ui itlly cost me 
more than si.-i.isMi, and slopped all iin- 
lirovemcnl Iroiii that lime to lids. 

.Nothing eonid hi- done with the land, 
witlioni the acoeptaiici- of any road, 
while i.-olh-cling taxes on sgoIsKi in- 
creased lax.itions from niv iniproveinent, 
and some seven years ago, ;it the age of 
cighl>-fonr, wishing l.i lot out and sell 
at aiietion, 1 pelitione-i to have the city 
make or repair a ro.id of some :liH) feet to 
il, and labored for it, tliroiigh the w lnde 
of .Mr. .Niekeison’s and tin- engineer’s 
adminihtr.ition. He said tome, "Iftlie 
engilieer doesn't know, who does?” and 
nothing was ai-c.iinplished but an agree- 
menl on the pait of the eilv to do il that 
year, ISSil, if myself and Horatio t arter 
wnnid each pay filtSlof the cost, only 
agreed to by ns to slop actual damage, 
eanseil by tlie cily tiirniiig the water of 
.Mount Vernon street u|ion it, hut even 
that has not been leally done to lliis day, 
and justly certainly the eilv owes us 
more ilian one tlioiisand dollars for 
aeliial damages,

eomplelioii of the road, as laid out liy 
me. a public necessity. 

.Snell mrii as ex-.Mayoi Kimball, Wm. 
('lallin, Wm. F. tsloeiim. Dr. Hunt, It. S. 
Gr.iiil. Henry Itoss, ('. W. Itoss, 1). .S. 
Laiii-y, ('. S. I’lilsifer, .N. .Allen, J. 
Fiankliii Fnllei , G. \\'. Fuller, beside all 
owiiers, and many others of no inteiesl 
except for tlie loiblic good, liave essen- 
tially petitioiieii for it tour times, dc-

They had then advertised for bids and 
received six, of which the lovi’est was 
made by H. H. Hunt of West Xewtou. 
The amount asked for would cover the 
building, and all expenses connected 
with it, and the committee hoped to 
save one or two hundred dollars. 

Alderman I’ettee said the public 
property committee had been all through 
the plans very carefully, and the cost 
was uot in excess of what might be ex- 
pected for a building 33 feet wide, and 
O.'! feet long, mostly of brick. 

Ahlermaii Johnson said he had seen 
the committee eifually confident before 
and then come back and ask for an ad- 
vance of ltd per cent.

Mayor Burr stated that th ■ .lerinit to 
erect' a stable would not anow of over 
four horses being kept. 

Henderson said it was to be a 
car house, not a stable, and would be 
kciit in first class shape. The cars 
would go out at ti o’clock, and not return 
till nearly midiiiglit, the doors being 
closed all day. The house would have 
two wings, for ctiiccs, and store rooms. 
Three cars woiiUi inobably do all the 
work, but there would be room for 
twenty-live curs, including two snow 
ploughs and two levellers. The house 
would be 3'J l-li feet high. The com- 
pany would have sixteen cars to start 
with. As for the company's lionsc, it 
was tlie nearest to the car slied, and lie 
miglit live tliere himself, and he certainly 
did not propose to live next door to a 
nuisance, and tlie car slied would not. be 
one. 

Alderiiian Jolinson a.skcd C’liief Bixby 
wliiit would be the danger from fire. 

Cliief IJixhy said lie saw notliing 
olijectioiiable about the hnilding in tills 
lesjiect. It was large and open so that 
the liiemeii could have a good eliance to 
work, and he did not think it would 
iiiorease the fire risk.

Dear Sir— I have noticed with great 
pleanure that you have been cloctcd 
president of the William II. Seward Club. 
Tlicre are few men of our time whose 
example is now more instructive, and I 
trust tbo formation of the club may be 
the moans of drawini; public attention to 
Mr. Seward’s conduct at a very critical 
period of our lilstory. 

Mr. Seward was one of tbe friends and 
disciples of Henry Clay. The tariff sys- 
tem whlcb was advocated by bim and by 
Mr. Seward was defended on tbo ground 
that it was a temporary mcasnro wbicli 
would enable the manufacturers of what 
was then a poor and weak country to 
pain strength. As Mr. Cl.ay said in 18.13, 
"Give us time, cease all lliictuations and 
agitations for nine years, and the manu- 
facturers in every branch will sustain 
tlieinsolvcs against foreign competition.’’ 
In 1840 the majority in Congress were of 
tho opinion that tbe time mentioned I)y 
Mr. Clay bad arrived, and nltliorouph 
revision of tho t.ariff was made on the 
general plan of putting raw materials 
either on tlie free list or at a low rate of 
duty, and putting at a higher, though 
still moderate rate, the articles into tlie 
manufacture of which a considerable 
degree of skill entered, and of imposing 
a Iiipli rate of duty only upon luxuries. 
Witli tlie exception of wiiio and snirits 
the duties imposed by tlio tariff of 1840 
varied from .1 to 4i) jier cent. Tlie adop- 
tion of this bill was opposed by tlie great 
body of American manufacturers, and 
very gloomy predietions were ventured 
as to its probable results. Tliese predic- 
tions were not, however, realized. Tlie 
nianufnetnres of tlie country develojied 
under its liciiign and equitable iiilluencc 
with niarvulloiis rapidity, and in the ses- 
sion of 18o0-.‘,l Mr. Clay liiiiiself wliile 
criticising some of tlie details of the 
t.uilV, admitted that it was not liis pur- 
po'-o or desire to revive “tliose liigli rates 
of protection wliicli at former periods of 
our country were estalilislicd for various 
causes, sometimes from sinister causes,’’ 
and tliat he did not pro)iose to disturb 
tlio general provisions of tlio taiilT of 
18411. 

>Ir. 8o\viird was one of tliose who 
recognized the successful operation of 
tills tarilT. All interests in tlie country, 
tliose of tlie farmer, niamifacturor and 
sliipniaster, prospered under it. The 
revenue increased until there was a siir 
plus ill tlie Treasury, and in 18.17 it w.is 
linnKised still furtlier to reduce the rate 
of taxation imposed i>y it. Among otlier 
projiositioiis wliicli were suhmitted to 
Congress was to put wool valued at L'O 
cents or less per pound on (lie I'lee list. 
Mr. Seward voted for tills luiijiositiqn, 

, ami ho voted for tlie liill in tlie loriii in 
wliieli it lliially jiasscd, Marili 3, I'-IT. 

I 'I'liis liill gave us free wool. It reduced 
I tlie 40 per cent, rate of tlie tarill to 3u 
I percent.; the 3d percent, rate to 34 j,ei- 
cent.; tlio 30 percent, rate to M per cent., 
so that tliero was a general reduction 
along llio wliole line, alid many additions 
: were made to the free list. It lias been 
: often stated by persons nut familiar witli 
I tlie liistory of tlie time, that the panic ot 
I Ooloher, hSI", was a consequence of this 
, tarilf- liill. You and 1 well rcmeiiiher 
that sucli was not tho ease — tliat tlie 
liaiiio of tliat year was caused liy exces- 
sive speculation, and that tlie country 
rapidly recovereil from it. 

Statistics sliow tliat tlio progress of 
this country in all ilirectiuns, from 18 .jU 
to 18(10, was iiiiexampled, and when tlie 
liiial voliiiiio of the census of I81K) was 
publislied in isil.', Mr. .1. M. K.liiiunds, 
wild wrote tlie iiitrudiietioii to tlie 
volume on iiiaiiufactures, made tlie tol- 
luwing statement, wliieh is especially 
interesting as coming from an ullieial 
u]i|ioiiitud by Abraliam l.iiicoln, and 
writing after tlie war: 

'The iliisr.-gate valilei. in ISi'ill.il mir aianufao- 

tiiivu reaili ila- .noiinoia. an iKKi.nn i.nnn, 

having la-ell lnulti|ilital ten tiinea uilliin tilty 
yeara, eniling in IMin, a hit.- nnr ia>|>ulaiinn in the 
aaine la.ri.alTiaa inei-.-aai-il tour aiala hall lohl. 

T'lieae annoiins reaalla, ahile nu-aaarahly 
alteeleil hy ihe wealth of our aoil, ila aiieeeaaful 
tillage aii.l alnnatant harveala, are yet liireelly 
trae.-alile lo tile aeieliee. arliaan aktil, IniUialry 
anil enertiy of tlie .Viiierican peojilo in tho grea'i 
ileparnneiil ot inannlaetnrea. 

The war iiiidoiibtedly made necessary 
an increase of the taritf. The taxes 
whieli were inijiosed upon our dunieslic 
prodiiets neecssai'ily reiiuired an increase 
of duty upon imports, and the debt 
wliiuh wo inuiirred during tho war made 
a continuance of tlieso taxes fur years 
essential. Novertlieless, in 1873 a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent, was made in tlie 
duties imposed upon must articles, and 
many, iiicliidiiig liides, were put on tlie 
free list. Tlie iiiiifurni policy of tlio 
Itepubliean parly from tliat tiiiiu down 
to tliutarilf eonimissioii of 1883, as stated 
ill its platforms ami ex|ioiindud hy its 
oOicial lenders, was to etfect a gradu.il 
reduction of the taritf. Tlie investiga- 
tions wliicli wero fot on fool by Ihe De- 
partment of State develu|ied tlie fact, 
wliieli 1 state in your own language from 
your re|iort as .Seeretaiy of .Stale, .May 
17, 1870, that ••llio average Amerieaii 
workman |ierforiiis from one ami oiie- 
lialf lo twice as iiiiieh woiK in a given 
lime as tlio average Kuropeaii workman.” 
You added witli adiiiir.ilile clearness and 
force:

Ills only within the last four years 
that llie avowed policy of llio llepiihlicnn 
parly on this kuhjecl has ehniiged. Tho 
doctrine is now ndvaiiced and Is cm- 
liodied ill tlie McKinley liill, that tlic 
liigli taritf is not a temporary hiit a per- 
m.iiienl system, and that it Is ilcsiralilo 
to restrict trade with foreign countries 
as far as pussililc. We have come to tlio 
turning of tlio ways, and the ipicstioii is 
wlietlier yon and other Itcpuhheaii lead- 
eis wlio have hitlicrto maintained and 
advocated tho original doctrine of the 
Ilepiiblican party to which I liavo re- 
ferred, will adhere to it, or will follow 
these new liglits in a palli whicli tlio 
great majority of your coiistitiiciits lie- 
llovc will be fatal to tlie interests of tlio 
coiiiifry. Wo ask notliing from (Joiigress 
but wbat was ndvockted by I’rosidciit 
Grant, by rresideiit Garfleld and by Pres- 
ident Artliur; by two.l!cptitillcBn Secre- 
taries of tlio Treasury— JIcCuIlocli and 
Folger— by tho great war Governor of 
Indiana, Morton; by Allison, by Sherman 
and many other Itepubl can Senators. 
\o one lias stated tliis with more force 
and vigor tlian Senator Sherman, June (i, 
1808: 

Every ativaiicc t«»wnr«li« a free exchaiiRC of conu- 
tiHMlItleit lit an joivaiiee in civllirJtlioH; every f»l>- 
KtriK’tioii to a free exelinnso la liorii of the rainc 
narrow, «lei>iMitie i‘i*lrli wliieli i»lanD*<l caMles nfMin 
the Rhino to plmnler |M'Heeful eominerce; every 
ohKtriietion to cninnierce U a tax uimhi conHiiniit- 
titui; everv facility t«» a free exeliatige clien|»enM 
coiniiio<litreH, inereaio'o trade and priHinction, nini 
imnnotei* eiviHrallon. Ntithlnc ii» w*>rw; than aeo- 
tionaliHin within a nation, and nothing i» lietter 
for the |M‘ace of natloim thanunn*i*trict«l freedom 
of coiimierce nnd Interconivc with eaeii oilier. 

Mr. Seward was confronted by a very 
similar question in 18.74. Ho ban always 
been a M’liig, and was indeed one of the 
most prominent leaders of tliat party. 
Hut be felt that tlie cause of liuman free- 
dom was of more importance than tliat 
ot lidelity to tlie dicUvtcs of caucuses or 
coiiveiitions. Ho combined witli otiicr 
distinguisliud men, of whom you wero 
one, to form tbe Uepublican p.irty. To 
the maiiitcnaiico of tlie principles of that 
party as they wero tlien miderstood lie 
consecrated his life and sacriliced all Ids 
previous party ties. It is one of your 
titles to tho respect and admiration of 
youi countrymen iliatyon joined hearti- 
ly with liim. It is the crowning glory of 
the Uepublican party that it gave free- 
dom to tlie slave. It oiiglit not now to 
rob tlie farmer and the consumer of their 
industrial freedom. 

At a later period in the liistory of tliat 
jiarty you cooperated witli other distin- 
guished memtiers of it to coiitleiuu its 
errors. Wlien General Grant dispersed 
the L-gislatiiro of L-iuisiaiia at tlie point 
of tlie bayonet you were one of those 
wlio protesteil, and 1 well remember tlie 
eloquent terms in wliicli you condemned 
such a violation of tho C'oustitntioii and 
laws of the United States. It w is owing 
to tills and siiiiihir ac.ts of injustice tliat 
tlie Democratic party won its poiuilar 
victories in 1874 ami 187(5. 

Ami now wliat do we sje? You cannot 
shut your eyes to the fact tliat tlie jiies- 
eiit McKinley bill is a comhiiiatioii of 
sellisli interests; tliat tlio increase ol tlie 
tarilT on iiiaiiiifiicured articles which it 
rccomiiieiuls is entirely uncalled for liy 
llio |icople. and is introduced and pro- 
moted cliielly liy tliose who e.xpect to 
111 ike nioiioy enough out of tlie increase 
while it may remain in force to enable 
tlieiii (as one of the jute mamifactiiiers 
said to me in 1884) to letire from busi- 
ness. 1 aai not a Uepublican, and it i.s 
not for me lo say w liat inllueiiccs liavc 
led a nmjority of tlie ways and mciiis 
coiiiiiiittee of tlie House of Uepresenta- 
tives to advocate sucli an unjust and 1111- 
etiual system of t.ixatioii, wliieli must 
necessarily bear witli heavy and possibly 
with crushing force on tli iso who are 
least able to bear it, the great biiily of 
.Vnieriean coiisumeis. Tnat bi'l miglit 
properly be called a bill to cripple the 
iiuhistnes and the comiiieico of the .State 
of New York, and not of that .Stale alone. 
I’eiliaps an even moic appropriate title 
would be a liill to lax the great hoJy i.f 
Ihe citizens of tlie Uni’.ed States to in- 
crease tlie wcaltli of a few owners of 
mines and factories. 

Your eleelioii was hailed liy ajarge 
majority of tlie citizens of tlie Stale of 
New York with great satislTictioii. 7'oiir 
well-known ability, your steadfast iidlier- 
ciico to tlio original luinciiiles of tlie Ue- 
pulilieaii party, and your manly imle- 
liendeiice in eondeiiiniiig its errors, led 
us all to bulievo tliat in tlie Senate of tlie 
United States you woiihl rise to the 
lieiglit of that exalted position, and 
would not 

'I'o parly give up wliiit was iiicaiit for luaiikiiiU, 
You and men like you in Congress have 
it ill your power now to prevent the jias- 
sago of tliis nefarious measure. As a 
]iarty man and a Democrat 1 sliould wel- 
conic its iiassage, for I am coiiviiiced tliat 
four years’ experience of it would lie 
fatal formally years to the success of tlie 
party tliat passes it, lliit as an .Ameri- 
eaii, permit me must siinerely to express 
tlie liope tliat tliis eoniliiiialioii of sellisli 
interests may be defeated by tlie eoiii- 
bined action of |intriotie men in Con- 
gress, and tliat you may add to your 
titles lo tlie respect ami gratitude of your 
co'intrynien by being the leader in siicli 
a cause. 

Your well-known frieiidsliip for Mr. 
.Seward leads me to tliiiik that yon sym- 
pathized witli his action in 1K77. ft is 
tlio wisli of many of your friends and 
constitiients tliat your action at tlic pres- 
ent jiinetiire may eurres^iond to liis tlien.

of logisl.ators nml other comforlimt niid 
uplifting thiiiRS in kind, ahoilhl stay 
nwiiy from Washington, unless he wislies 
to return home with hitter reRiets that 
ills ideals reRardinR tlie government of 
a great nation have been a cruel delusion 
and a snare.” 

Nink out of tlio twelve memhers of 
Congross from this slate voted for the 
international copyright hill. Mr. Rock- 
well of the Springliold district voted 
against it, thereby putting himself on a | 
level with the most unintelligent represen- 
tative from the far west, while Mr.Candler 
and Mr. Morse did not vote at all. The lat- 
ter can not be blamed, of course, for not 
putting himself on record, for lie 
probably did not understand the measure, 
but why Mr. Candler should have dodged 
is something that his constituents would 
like to have explained. A man of bis 
intelligence ought to have taken pains to 
put himself on record in favor of such a 
bill. 


WIDENING WASHINGTON STREET. 

The first move for the widening of 
Washington street came up before the 
board of aldermen, Monday night, and 
was promptly tabled. Aldcrm.v.i John- 
son called attention to the fulfilment of 
bis predictions of what would happen if 
a street railw.ay company were granted 
a location in such a narrow street, and 
evidently ho was right. Any one who 
has driven through the street can see 
bow unfitted it is for the great thorough- 
fare of Newton, when a street railway 
takes up nearly half of it. Had it been 
possible to carry out Alderman Johnson’s 
idea and sell the franchise, instead of 
giving it away, the city might have 
secured enough money to have in part at 
least coveicd this expense of the widen- 
ing. 

In some cities in other states, the 
street railway companies have to pay all 
over a certain per cent, of the earnings 
into the city treasury, and if Boston had 
adopted this policy in the beginning, the 
I'Dveiuic now would probably liave gone 
a long way towards paying that city’s 
expenses. Steam railway comi)anies 
have to pay for tliei night of way, and 
many people arc now asking with .Aider- 
man Johnson, why the stieet railway j 
companies sliould not pay something, 
instead of having the franchise given 
tliem. 

In regard to the section of Wasliiug- 
ton street from Jewett to Walnut Park, 
where it is proposed to widen by ten | 
feet on the north side, tlierc is no ques- j 
tion hut that the i)Iace is a dangerous | 
ouc, but it is no more daugeruus than ' 
tlie section in front of Ucllevue stieet I 
bridge, where two teams could hardly i 
pass even before the street railway 1 
tracks ncre laid, and tlieie arc many i 
otlier sections of which the same might ' 
be said. 

.When the cars once, begin to run, tliere 
will be such a dcinatid fur the widening 
of the stieet that some attention will 
have to be paid to it, and it can be ! 
said that it will be cheaper to widen 
now than when all tlie vacant laud is i 
built upon. As the great thoroughfare j 
through Newtou, Wnsliiiigtoii street | 
ouglit to have lieeii laid out at least sixty | 
feet wide, and the ahutturs would have ! 
found SUCH a course prolitahle. But j 
like Ceiitre, Beacon, Walnut, and others . 
of the thoroughfares of Newtou. the 
street was laid out in too economical a { 
ruauuer, and prohalily the early in- I 
lialiitants never anticipated tliat tliere I 
would ho niuch diiving through these | 
strccis, aiiil tliey would have laiiglied at j 
tlie idea of a street railway ever being 
built, aiul asked wlicru the people 
would come from to ride in it. But the 
people liave come, ami the narrow streets 
are proving siieli a great disidvaiitage, 
tliat tlie authorities ought to insist that 
all tlie country roads now being laid out 
for main streets, should he of leasonable 
uiiltli. .V good place to begin would he 
lieaeoii street, tlirough the propostd vil- 
lage of Waban, wbicli should be of at 
le.ist double its present «i.ltb, before 
any more liou-es are built. It woiihl |)ay 
the abultors to give the land for sncli a 
pui'iiose, and bear all expenses of widen- 
ing and reconslniction. 

Tiik .McKinley bill eiidenlly spares * 
iiotliing, for it has raised the duly on 
liiintei's fl its, from .IJ to 1P.1 per cent., 
and on llax cloih, used in making ruliber 
blankets for presses, [he duly is more 
than doubled, it liaving been d.l percent. ' 
before. Eor every man employed in llie ' 
few ll.ix mills in llie I'nited .States, tliere 
are more than a liiiiidied prinlers, and 
yet tlie latter are all forced to pay liibule 
tu llie liax maiiiifaolureiH, for un- 
foi innately the piinlers do not find tliat 
it is tlie foreign inanutaetiirers who |iay 
the extra tax, as the Boston Jotiriial is < 
latlier sliijiidly fonil of assei ling, When 
aitieles aie doubled in juice by leusoii of 
an increased duty it oumes right out of 
tlie jiix-kets of coiisiimeis. The owners 
of these few llax mills may make larger 
profits in this ease, hut it is llie jirinteis 
who pay the hills and their prolils are 
coiresjiondingly decreased. This one 
ease illustiates Hie reason for the almost 
universal juolest against tlie MeKiiiley 
bill. 


Tiik Wabaii land sale did not bring 
sucli prices as were obtained at the Tcn- 
nes.sce land sales, but the buyers of the 
Wabaii lots got full value for their 
money, while Southern laud booms have 
proved costly speculations before this. 
It is expected that some of the buyers 
will build at once, whiclf will have a 
tendency to raise the value of all the uu- 
sold lots. It is said that another auction 
sale will be held May 31. 


Thk Milford Journal wants to know 
if the manufacturer is to have free wool, 
and his goods are to bo protected, how 
is the workingman to buy a coat as 
cheap as the workingman in England 
buys his, when there is no tax ou woolens? 
The Journal will bo called a free trader 
if it is so reckless with its conundrums. 


The need of separate voting precincts 
in Ward Four has been recognized, ns 
tbe legislative committee on cities has 
reported a bill to make Auburndale and 
Lower Falls each a voting precinct. 


“The woman who goes to a Browning 
Society when she would prefer cards and 
conversation; who sits, perplexed and 
doubtful, through a performance of ‘A 
Doll's House’ when ‘Little Lord Fauntlc- 
roy’ represents her dramatic proforenco; 
who reads Matthew Arnold and Tour- 
gucueff, and now and then Mr. Pater, 
when she really enjoys Owen Meredith 
and ‘Booties' Baby’ and ‘The Duchess,’ 
pays a heavy price for her enviable repu- 
tation.” So says Agnes Repplior in an 
article on “Literary Shibboleths,” whicli 
is one of the cleverest things in the May 
■Atlantic. She also makes a plea for the 
people who resemble that “unfortuiiato 
young woman, who, for years, concealed 
III lief bosom the terrible fact that she ^ 
did not think 'John Giljiin' funny.” It ' 
is a jilea for an lioiicst confession of our 
real tastes in literature, and a warning j 
against being carried away by literary I 
fasliioiis. ''llciirik Ibsen: His Early 
Literary Career as Poet and Playwright,” i 
is tlie ojicning article of the imnilier. Sir 
Peter Osborne (father of tliat Dorothy 
Osborne, whose letters to Sir William 
Teinjdo made some stir in the literary 
world a year or two since) is the subject 
of a jiicturesqiio sketch of a sturdy old 
Royalist in his island castle. Mr. Morton 
gives us his second pajier on “.Some Pon- 
ular Olijections to the Civil Service Re- 
form.” Mrs. Deland’s serial is con- 
tinued, and .Mr. James’ ’’Tragic Muse” 
is coiichiiled in a manner which is more 
of a coiiclusioii than Mr. James usually 
viiiiclisafes u.s; wliilo Dr. Holmes, in 
‘•Over tlie Teaeur»,” liiiislies tliis always 
entci'taiiiing series of papers witli some 
charming little versos called "I Like 
A'oii, and I Love you.” The short stories 
of the numhei are the pathetic sketch 
called ’’liiidolpli.” and part first of 
"Rod's Salvation.”

1 lie statements, it is stateil, liavc piven 
tlic positions of the dissenters, or tliose 
opposed to the piesent rector, llev. 
Henry A. Metcalf. Tlic rector’s jiarty , 
lias kept out of tlic i>nldic prints, and 
would liave continned tliat policy liad it 
not been for allcRcd misrepresentation 
on the part of tlio opposing faction. It 
lias tiiiaily been decided to give the f.acts 
of tlio case as they are believed to exist 
by the rector's friends. The rector's 
party claim that live men have cansedall 
the trouble in the eluirch, all of whom 
had formerly been members of the vestry 
or held office in the church. One of the 
number had never been baptized, and 
had held ollice under the old church con- 
stitution, which did not require baptism. 
He was elected to olfice a year prior to 
the last aiiuiial Easter meeting, and it 
was expected, according to the statement 
of the rector and his friends, that he 
would be baptized during the year. 
Two of the five men, it is stated, are 
chtti'chmeii in an Episcopal sense, and 
both have held office as wardens. Of 
the other two, it is claimed by the rector 
that one is a Congregationalist and the 
other a Baptist. 

A great deal of the discoutont among 
certain members of the imish was 
occasioned it is claimed, by the word, 
“baptized,” which now appears in tlie 
church constitution approved by the 
diocesan coiiveiitioii of ISSS. Couceriiiug 
this constitution, the senior warden, Mr. 
C. E. Parker of Auburiidale, says: 

“The parish had long felt the need of 
a better constitution, less obscure in its 
language and provisions than the former 
church constitution, aud more in accord- 
ance with the discipline of the Episcopal 
church. The constitution recommended 
by the diocesan convention of ISSo was 
carefully considered, and, with a few 
changes, unanimously adopted. It was 
submitted to the diocesan coiivciition of 
ISSS and approved. It was then the only 
constitution of the church, abrogating 
all others, and requiring the consent and 
signature of every individual desiring to 
remain or become a niember of the 
Church of the Messiah. In the constitu- 
tion occurs the following: ’The vestry 
shall, at its incctiiig next preceding the 
nuniiil meeting of the parish, revise tlie 
list of members of the parish, dropping 
from the list the names of all iiienibers 
who have censed to conijily with the 
conditions of mciiibcisliip. aud such re- 
vised list of iiieiiibers shall be certified 
by one of the wardens and made a part 
of the iccouls of the annual meeting.’ 
lu obedience to this manda'o.y clause, 
certain pciS'ins were droiqied from the 
list of inciiibers, most ot whom were 
absolutely void of the qualilicaiioiis of 
membersliip. Xo malice was iiidiilgod. 
The new constitution liad been iitiaiiiiii- 
oiisly adopted more than two years be- 
fore, but, tliroitgli neglect of its novel 
duties, persons liad been elected and 
allowed to liold olfice who were aiisoliite- 
ly disqualified liy its plainest reiiuire- 
iiieiits. It slionid tie added that at llie 
annual parish mcetiiiL', held E.ister Mon- 
day, certain persons belonging to other 
p.iiislics presented iliemselves as propos- 
ing to sign tlie new constitution, Imt 
their ineligibility was so evident niioii 
being (luestioiied by the rector lliat tliey 
retired. Others present, who liad e.\- 
piessed a wisii to sign tlie new c,iiisti:n- 
tioii, delinitely witlidiew tluir names, 
presumably niioii liading liiat the liiiiita- < 
ti.ins of the new constitution would dis- ( 
qiiiilify tlieai." I 

It is claimed that .Mr. \V. X’ye. a ’ 
f iinier warden, signed the new constitu- 
tion in which tire disputed woitl : 
“baiitized" apjiears. ' 

Tire rector's liiends cl.jiui tliat there | 
lias been a coiioei ted moveiiient, dating 
back s Pine time, liaviiig for its object the 
dejiosing of tlie i rescnt lector. .\s a : 
jaiit ul tlie plan il is believed by tlie ' 
lector’s parly that ceitain men have been 
induced tii join the cliiircli iiy tlic op- 
jpouents of Jlr. .Metcalf. Tlie piesciit 
treasurer, Mr. C. \V. Carter, says: 

“The tinanees of tlie eliuieli were lie- 
lieved to be in excellent eoiiditioii w lien 
Mr. \V. S'. Iliiiniaii, one of tlie directors, 
took tlie oltiee of treasnier. His jue- 
dceessor, .Mr. W. K. -Vie. in banding 
over the aceoiiiits to .Mr. IJiiiman, slioiv- 
ed a bal.iiiee ot .ss.',. Before .Mr. llinnian 
bad aetnaliy taken possession of tlie 
olliee of iieiisiirer, .Mr. X'ye Iiad paid out 
for current expenses s-si of tliai amount. 
It WHS supposed tliat tlieie was a small 
balance in tlie tieasiiiy, but some few 
iiiontbs later Mr. Hiiiii;:iii reported that 
bis predecessor, .Ml. .Vye, bad left con- 
tingent liabilities of slid, not indicated 
in Ills lepoit. .Mr. X'ye, it ajipeared, liad 
also been iinalile to jiay tlie rector's 
salaiy, and the leetoi nolilied tlie junior 
warden wlieii tlie aiiiuuiit due liini 
amounted to about -sl-'id. .Mr. X'ye, wlieii 
questioned eoneeniiiig tlie iiiatler, le- 
jiorted tliat tliere was no funds in tlie 
treasury wiili which to [lay liini. lie 
also stated that from time to time 
moneys liad been iiiisa|ipropriated, and 
that be liuti laid aside about >|.VI to 
cover tliese iiiisappropriations, consist- 
ing ot sinus paid for tlie reduction ol tlie 
cliui :li delit and

“Tlie tieasiirer preceding .Mr. X’ye,” 
Continued Mr. Cartel, “bad ajiplied these 
sums on tlie eliaj>el iiioitgage placed in 
the I'ioiiccr Co-operative Bank of Bos- 
ton, paying otf the iiioiithly instaliiieiits. 
This policy liad been induiscd liy tlie 
vestry ind eoiiiiiiiltee on liuaiice, of 
wliieli Mr. X’ye liad lieeii a iiieiiiber, and 
was eanied out by liiiii wlieii be first as- 
sumed the olli ;e of treasiiiei. Bisliup 
I'.uldock. to w liose attention tlie iiiutler 
was leeeiitiy called iiy a eoiniiiittee wlio 
waited iijiuii liiiii for tlie purpose of se- 
em ing tlie piesent lector's lesignalion, 
said that the iiiunies liad liceii foopeily

I'bc rceloi's friends 
enijiliasize the fact that llie dissenters 
make no oliarges against tlie roctiu's 
character, and that tlieir cliief reason in 
wishing for ids resignation is based niion 
an assumed ground of ids niipopnlai iiy 
and tlie alleged waning ot tlie linaiiees. 
Tlie decrease in the liiiances, tliey stale, 
is due, first, to discouraging iieisons 
from niaking lliciv usual lilicral eontri 
iintioiis; second, llie removal from tlio 
comninnity of former generous sup- 
porters of llie |iaiisli : lliiid, to business 
reverses, coinpelling some members to 
decrease the am niiit of their conlribn- 
tions. Tlie inesent trc,asnrer says: "in 
spite of all tlds agitation the receipts 
for the four Sundays following Easter 
liave incieased .'id nor cent., as coniiiared 
with llie four Siiiid.ays of the (ireceding 
year.

The Anhiiriidale Church Trouble. 

The trouble in the C'linrch of the 
Messiali, Aubnrndale, was again revived 
Satir.'day evening by a meeting of tlie 
dissenters, held at the residence of W. 
S. Hillman, Central street, .\nbnrdiiale. 
.Among tliose present were the former 
five members of the parish w:lio bad been 
disfrniicliised, and also a number of 
members of the parish who were not al- 
lowed to vote for otficers at the nninial 
meeting, held on Monday evening fol- 
lowing Easter, the rector ruling tlieni 
out at that time because they bad not 
signed the new constitution, and be- 
criuse tlieir names did not appear upon 
the certified list returned by the ward- 
ens. The ineeting of the dissenters was 
presided over by Mr. W. F. X’ye, and an 
orgaiiiz.ition perfected as follows: W. K. 
Nye, senior warden; V. B. B.aldwin, 
junior warden; John W. Bird, clerk; 

I A. E. Jewett, treasurer; W. T. Farley, 
W. M. Lowrie, C. II. Sprague, C. L. 
Markliam, H. II. Turner, W. S. Ilininaii, 
vestry. The following resoliitions were 
unanimously adopted; 

Itesolved, tiiat the action of the rector 
and some nienibers of tills parisli in re- 
liiiing to receive, count and declare llie 
ballots of a majority of the members 
and legal voters tlieieof, at tlie Easter 
meeting, April 7 , ISW, was a gross vio- 
lation of our riglits as regularly cstab- 
tablislied members of tills parish, and 
will not lie siiimiitted to, and tli.it tliose 
persons wIio received a majority of tlic 
legal ballots cast are the duly* elected 
officers of tlie iiarisli. 

Besolved, tliat tlie lector of this parish, 
ill forcibly tearing out and des’roying 
the record ol a parisli meeting, held 
Feb. .’i, IMk), on the ground asstiiiietl by 
liiiii. that said meeting was illegal, lia’s 
exceeded the riglits of Hie lector, or of 
any inenilicr of the parisli, and we licie- 
liy direct the clerk to again record the 
proceedings of said meeting in tlie par- 
isli books of record, and to |iieseive tlie 
attested copy ot said meeting now in bis 
linssessioii. 

lle.siilved, Hiat tlie rejection by tliC 
rector, and tliose )icrsons aokiiowledged 
liy tile rector as the vestry, of the ludii- 
o.-.itioii ot Bishop I’.idd ick to suliniit all 
controversies to tlic niedi.itioii and deci- 
sion of Hie bisliop and two siicli inter- 
ested jieisjus as lie niiglit apnoint, 
strengtlicns unr confidence in the justice 
of o.ir e.iiise, and leiives us no otlier 
course to determine onr riglits except liy 
;i resort to the courts of law, whicli w e 
eainestly loipe to avoid. 

.Viter Ihe pass.igeof tlie resolutions, it 
wa- voted to re-engage tlie services of

The order appropriating $.*>0pcr month 
for conveyance of pupils to the High 
school from the south side of the city, 
came up nuder unfinished business, and 
brought Councilman Forknall to his feet 
on a question of privilege caused by the 
statement of the president of the coun- 
cil et its preceding meeting that remarks 
made by Councilman Forknell concern- 
ing the position of the school committee 
on the order relative to conveyance of 
pupils, were untrue. 

Councilman Forknall reviewed the 
Bever.d stages through which this much 
discussed order had passed, and s.iid that 
it had been defeated at the March meet- 
ing of the board. 1 stated, added Coun- 
cilman Forknall, at the preceding meet- 
ing of the common council, that in all 
probability the order had been passed at 
the last meeting of the school board ow- 
ing to the absence of the mcmbers,know- 
ing that the school board had been di- 
vided on the question and that the pas- 
sage of the order had been opposed by 
members of that body. I spoke candid- 
ly from the facts in my possession and it 
seems to mo tliat it was unjust to im- 
peach tlie ver.aeity of my statements. 
In a report of the proceedings in a New- 
ton paper the president of the council 
was reported as stating that my st.ate- 
ments in this matter were untrue. 

I’robidcul Hyde said that it was not 
his inteulion to cast ar.y rclleclions upon 
Cou'.i iliuv.i F rkiiall's veracity, lie add- 
ed, as a member of the school hoard, 1 
was familiar with the views of the mem- 
bers conci riiing this subject. It will be 
remembered that the subject of estab- 
lishing an English High school on the 
south side of the city was referred to a 
special committee of the school board. 
That committee, after consideration, re- 
ported adversely on account of the large 
expenditures now being made by the 
city. It was agreed that the scholars on 
the south side neciled .such a school, and 
Itev. Mr. llornhrooke, one of the mem- 
bers of the board, who had previously 
ojiposed the order, recommending an ap- 
propriation for convey:ince of pupils to 
the High sulioul from tiutt section, 
•joined with the other membeis of the 
snecial eo nmittee in recommending the 
Ollier now under discussion. Council- 
man Ifatessai.l that he conhl nut vote 
for the amendment or tlie original order, 
ns he thought it was not within the prov- 
ince of the city council to make any ap- 
liiopri.ition for conveyance of pupils. 
If tlie school hoard saw lit to jirovide 
from its ap|ironria'ion a sum for that 
puijiosc, added Councilman Hates, 1 
should have no objection, hut 1 lind my- 
self unabio to vote for ?i.')(Kl as a special 
appropriation. I cannot believe that pu- 
pils arc autually salTering. Much can be 
said in favor of compelling the pupils to 
take more out-door exercise. In time, 
a High school will, no doubt, be located 
onthesoutli side. For the pieselit, it 
seems tome ih.it J-'iDO could be expended 
in home better direction with a view to 
extending the usefulness of the higli 
school. The addition ol one oi more 
teachers nould, 1 think, iticnnsettsitli- 
cieticy an 1 avoid the necessity ol teacli- 
ing such hu ge classes. 

t^'ouncilm.in Collins — I don't think the 
inembeis quite understand this qu> stioti. 
This apiiropriation does not establish a 
precedent. I, loking bai kwaiil :;o years. 
We lind that a school was located at 
New ton Centre of a higlier giade thati 
t he other graniin.ir schools ol the ritv. 
'I'he |•upils ol Wards .I and It went tliere 
until it was deciiled to concentrate all of 
the higher bi'.im lies in tlie Higli school 
at Neivtonville. In consideration of 
giving up that school at Newton Centre, 
the town agieed to pay the excess abio e 
the average cost in getting inipilsto the 
High school from the soulli side. 'I'his 
continued for g7 years; the parents paid 
till! average cost w illingly and now sim- 
ply ask the city to pay the excess. 

On motion of (.'ouneilnian Foiktiall, 
the whole matter was tabled until the 
report had bei-n leceived fioiii tlie sjiec- 
iaf conimiltee appointed to wait upon 
the Boston ,V Albany' lailroad iqlicials, 
for tile purpose of securiiig a lower rate 
of tare .dong the line of the circuit road 
for pupils of the High school. 

A proposed aniendment to .Section 'g:;, 
t>rdiiianee Pi, was refeirnl to the com- 
euittee on ordinunees. 

An order olfered by Councilman 
•Jliurchill Was udo|,ted, authorizing the 
city treasurer, under the direction of 
the committee on llnances, to dis|e.se of 
watci bonds to the amount of r.'»ii,uijii, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding 
■i percent, jier annnin, payabie aemi-an- 
iiiially, the prineijial of said bonds to be 
apldieU foi water Works coiislruetion. 

.\u order olfered by Counciliiiau Imke 
was p.issed, authorizing the mayor 
C sign and execute an agreement with 
.he New ton t-'ottage Hosjntal col por.i- 
tion relative to a building for eontagiout 
di.scases and morgue in connection with 
the piesenl ho-,pital building. 

An order olleied by Councilman Hall 
was adojited, granting flee use of Bros- 
oect school house hall to I'eiseverance 
lodge, 1. (). G. T., Thursday evening, 
J une ■7.

This 
condition, continned the speaker, should 
not exist in this country, where it is 
essential that the young should he pro- 
tected, provided for and edneated, that 
they may become good citizens.

The ‘•Home .Market'’ Hiimbnif. 

“Homo Markot" is tlio cry that the 
cxtronio protcctionistH seem to fliul most 
effective. They never rcasoto raise it. 

In the taco of exjierienco and reason, 
there must be some extraordinary cause 
for the persistent vi^or of this humbug. 
That cause appears to he this: that 
though the claim tliat protection sccum 
the farmer a homo markot is utterly 
untrue, is has nevertheless been urged, 
and is yet being urged, by those who arc 
on the one liand pecuniatlly interested 
in keeping it afloat, and on the other are 
themselves so situated as to be easily 
and actually led to believe the false- 
hoods thus kept in circulation. In 
other words, protected manufacturers, 
imagining themselves the most im- 
portant portion of our people and know- 
ing what a good thing it is to have the 
rest of our citizens compelled to buy of 
them under penalty of heavy fines, not 
uunaturally take it for granted that 
what is good for them must be good tor 
eyerybody else. 

The way the “Home Market” racket 
is worked by the protected interests is 
as follows: Tlie manufacturers, like the 
producers of copper, sell all their pro- 
ducts they can at home at the protected 
prices, aud tlie surplus goes abroad aud 
is sold at lower prices. Thus foreigners 
can buy many kinds of American pro- 
ductions cheaper than our own people. 

The following testimony siiows bow 
the thing is done: 

“It is gometimes looked upon as wise 
to ship goods out of the country at cost 
ratlier than break the regular price for 
which such articles sell in the country 
in which they are produced.” — [New 
York Press, October 22, 18S0. 

“Just why American manufacturers 
will sell machinery and other goods from 
ten to thirty per cent, clieaper in £uro,)e 
than they will seil tliem to be used at 
I home is rather puzzling; but anyone 
I curious in the matter can easily enough 
I find out that many of them do this. It 
; may be necessary to cut prices to secure 
{ trade from abroad, but it is likely to 
strike the .'tmerican purcliaser as being 
a little rough on him.” — [American 
Macliiuist, September 20, 1S80. 

“So soon ns an industry has attained 
the position where it can more than 
supply our liomo market aud has to send 
its goods abro.ad, where they compete 
witli those of foreign manufacturers, it 
is evident that they are either giving the 
foreigners the benefit of lower rates 
that)- they do our own people, or that 
they are able to get along at home tvith- 
out any protection from foreign mitnu- 
facturers. It is not fair that our people 
should he made to nay mure than 
foreigners for the products of our owu 
laud.” — [Engineering aud Mining Juurual 
(])rutectioniBt) March 1.',. 181K). 

“Objection is made in many quarters 
to an increase of .\mericau trade outside 
the home m.arket. The o)ipo8it.ion, how- 
ever, is cliiefiy confined to two cl.asses: 
first, those who manipulate the home 
market so a.s to make it mure profitable 
than any export tr.ade could possibly be, 
and for that reason would rather not 
sacrilice prices to open competition. 

. . . . In each case the motive is 
reprehensible; those who sell in the 
homo market only do not care to demon- 
strate that they can sell at free trade 
)irico8.” — lAgo of SI ' ;1, 1800.

To the Eilltor of Uio OiiArnfc: 

1 was astoiiislicd at reading in your is- 
sue of May nth tliat a |ioiico olliccr of 
our city was so ignorant as to Ids rights 
aud duty that lie tired Ids revolver tlircc 
times “at three men wlioni lie thnuglit 
were acting in a suspicious manticr,”niid 
then discovered that “the men were out 
on a lark and did not care to lie recog- 
nized.” There wag no suggestion tliat 
the men were concerned in any criminal 
enterprise. .So far as appears the firing 
by tlie officer was not only reckless but 
wholly niijuslifiable.

Fortu- 
nately no one was hurt, but with that 
fact In view the proceeding was not cred- 
itable to the officer. 

Mayor Uiirr is a good lawyer and well 
knows the limited lights and duties of 
civil officers; bo is the chief executive of 
the city and it bc'ongs to him and tlio 
committee on police to put a stop to any 
similar foolishness. If to the assaults 
of dogs, mad and not mad, there is te be 
added heedless acts of violence of police 
officers, human life will bo put to extra 
hazards.

The motion was lost, of 
course, in spite of the fact that the 
largest manufacturer of lamp chimneys 
in the country testified that he could get 
along without any duty, as tlie foreign 
makers were unable to compete witli 
him. Congressman Candler deserves 
credit for even in such a small way giv- 
ing expression to bis convictions, and 
now that he has m.ade the tirst stej), it is 
hoped that he will keep on. It is the 
first step that counts, and Ins constituents 
would bo glad to see that he realizes 
that he is sent to Congress to represent 
New England’s iuterest.s. 


It is ditlicult to understand why the 
legislature sliould have rejected the cau- 
cus reform hill, unless the political lead- 
ers are afraid of it. It is au important 
step towards electoral reform, and if the 
measurg was not perfect, it could have 
been amended. As it is now, caucuses 
in the cities of the state are managed by 
a small clique, and this is true even in 
Newton. That no worse results follow 
is creditable to the caucus managers, 
hut it is a dangerous condition of things 
which allows a few men to act for a 
populous ward, and to carry out what- 
ever plaus they may please to make.

Kev. Alvali Itovoy, f). !>., rtelivoicii tlio 
liscc.ilanronte scinioii before the iiraiin- 
atiiiR class of the Newton Theolocioal 
Institution in the ll.iptist chnrcb, N'ow- 
ton t'entie Miinlny morning. The intdi- 
torinm was well filled, the students of 
the semin.ary and a taifiO number of per- 
sons, reprosotitinn the Itaptist and other 
denominations, attendiii); the services, 
rrosident llovoy took his text from Ho- 
mans xi.. :!t>: “For of him and thronph 
him atid to him are all thinfi:s.” The 
words of this sentence, said the speaker, 
arc few and short. \Vc utter them in a 
breath — twelve syllables only ! Yet they 
contain truth so deep^and liiuh and sa- 
cred that we listen to it with awe. f or 
they assert in simple tertns that all 
things created, whether great or small, 
living or lifeles.s, seen or unseen, on 
earth or in heaven, are bound to Hod by 
a threefold tie — of origin, of control and 
of destination. G.id is the first cause of 
their being, God is the power by which 
they are preserved and contrtdled, and 
God is the chief end of their existence. 
In so f.ir as they are endowed with mor- 
al power they are made to glorify God 
and enjoy him forever. Thus the uni- 
verse in its relation to God is the theme 
of this wonderful sentence. 

All things are of God. That is, from 
him as their first cause of source they 
owe their existence to him. lie is their 
creator. The act which we call creation 
is inscrutable. What we mean by the 
word is evident, but the possibility of 
such an effect of energy baftles concep- 
tion. Good sense and modesty yield to 
the teachings of Christ, which avers that 
things impossible with men are possi- 
ble with God. God fully understood 
could not bo rightly .adored, in order to 
be thus adored he must be infinite. A 
limited being cannot inspire absolute 
confidence, yet the religious nature of 
man will never be satisfied with an ob- 
ject of worship in whom it does not ab- 
solutely confide. 

All things but God were brought into 
existence by a creative act. Every atom 
in matter, every sort of energy, every 
principle of life, every ration.al spirit, is 
from God, either directly or mediately. 
His being is the only self-existent .and 
eternal being, his power the only origi- 
nal and limitless jiower, .and his good- 
ness the only uuderived and inimitable 
goodness. 

God is Infinite Being, undiminished by 
the act of originating other beings; God 
is infinite power, undiminished by the 
act of establishing other centres of pow- 
er; God is infinite reason, undiminished 
by creating other rational beings; God is 
infinite love, undiminished by the high- 
est activity in imparting itself to others. 
Being, power, reason, good will are self- 
existent and immutable in him. 

All things are through God. We can- 
not be perfectly certain as to the mean- 
ing of this exjiressiou. It may refer to 
creation in the strictest sense, or to pres- 
ervation and providence. If it refeis to 
the work of creation in a strict sense, it 
must signify that God was his own 
agent in creating the universe, that this 
stupendous miracle was wrought by his 
direct and simple energy. If it refers to 
God’s control of the world’s progress 
and evolution of time, it may be associ- 
ated with the apostle’s descrip’ion of 
him as“one who is above all and through 
all and in all.” Hence, we take it to be 
the apostle’s iloctrine that tJod’s relation 
to all things is forever most intimate and 
necessary. In him we live and move anti 
have our being. Tlie mystery of life, 
growth, consciousness, action', ]>ersist- 
euce. de])ends upon him. Physical 
science deals only with (dienomena, man- 
ifestations and changes in the realm of 
nature. It does not jienetrate or lay 
11)1011 the esseiise of things. Wliat that 
leally is which men call light, or elec- 
tricity, or matter, or mind, no jiage of 
science can leveal. How. then, can it 
discredit the word which pronounces 
every one of these (le|)endent on (iod? 
Intuition or logical reasoning cannot im- 
]ieach the testimony of holy scripture as 
to the relation of God to the universe. 
We who reverence the Bible believe that 
all it teaches on this subject is in |iro- 
found agreement with the best results of 
]>hiluso)ihieal iiniuiry. We believe that 
the order of events in the natnral world 
is sustained by (iod, and that the life we 
live would erase forever withnul his 
presence. We ought to think of him 
us revealed by gravitation, cohesion, 
crystallization, the miracle of growth, 
the orderly swee)) of the )>lanets, the 
faithful letiiin ot the seasons and the 
onward inarcii of the human race. It 
Would be well for us to jierceive the lin- 
ger of (iod in everything good, and to 
be.tr in mind that toil and care, weari- 
ness and )>ain, shame and reiiioise are 
ordered for onr inorai iii5.:i|„'ine an. I 
tonduciye to onr s|». ritual healtli. 

All things are unto God. 'I'he ineati- 
ing of this ex|ire,-.sion "unto him’’ is not 
that all tilings are to he finally lost and 
ahsorbeil in tin- ilivine being. It may he 
safely alliriiietl that the end t»f our exis- 
tenee is not alisorijti on of |ierbouality in 
(i-iil. We shall be in his imwer, h'lliness 
and love, but we shall he still ourselves, 
peisonally eonscious, active and blessed. 

But if our separate |jersonality is not 
to he l.jsl in the iiilinite one, it is )>lain 
from the text that in some other way he 
must he the go.il ami object ol our ex- 
istence. And that way is n.rinted out 
with gieat clearness by Paul, who said: 

" Whethei , thei efoi e, ye eat or ilrink.oi 
whatsoevei > e do, do all to the glory of 
(iod." We must live in such a manner 
that his li’e shall he relleeleil in ours, 
that his ehaiaeter shall reupiieur, at least 
laintly, in ours, that his holiness ami 
love shall he recognized and declaied by 
ns. .-Viid so in le.iuiiing us to glorily 
himself, (lod sim|ily leciuires u.-, to do | 
what is absolnteiy light and at the sainu ' 
time iiidis)iensuble to our (leimauent ' 
welfare. 

In his final woids to the graduating 
class, the sjieukei said : Hest in the as- 
buruiice that liud is woithy of yuiir bU|>- 
jioiT and devotion. It is intensciv la- 
tiuual to love and cherish God witli all 
your heart. To live for his gloiy is uh- 
bolutely light; living foi any other end is 
siiilul. (iod ib (he ceiitie as well as the 
souiceol the world, i.et his love and 
the sacied uulhoiily of his law diaw you 
low aid hiin. iJaniel Webster said that 
"leligioii is the tie coiiiieeting man with 
his I'rcator, and holding liiin to the 
thioue. A Ilian with iio sense ol leii- 
gioii Is living ill the world without (.od. 


The 111.111 who elonvea to God lives in 
ho|ie ('f the luturc. The llihle preaeiits 
tons an infinite being with ohiirnoler, 
piii|»)se and love; .1 (ioil who is onr f.i- 
ther. onr beli'er and onr s.ivionr. Yon 
cannot reo.ill a liisimsiMon more sweet, 
resigned and holy time, tliat of .leans 
Clirist, wlio came on eaitli to pmfonn 
his F.ithei's w ill. To glorify him is to 
, gloiify tlie Katlier also. lie came to 
ininisler, t.i seek and save, )inrsning a 
rough and toilsonii’ I'.ith, yet leading to j 
the cross. Yonr elT.irts w ill be directed 
tow ird tlie same end. Yon slionid ob- 
serve the ell'ect of tlie tenebingv of .leans 
I'hrist, the lendeincss of his api'cals. 1 
allirni, added the speaker, that yonr nse- 
' fulness in the ministry will be certain if 
I yon |)ossess the inirpose and temper of 
ileans I'lirist. (if God and tlirongli him 
and unto him are all tilings, to whom be 
glory forever. 


EWEIIGEXCY XOTES. 


Wll.vr TO no IX TIME OK P.VXOKR. 


1. Ki cp Cool. The intere.st awakened 
in this subject by the formation of the 
I Emergency S.iciety in onr city, will no 
doubt greatly increase as their plans are 
developed, and as instruction is given 
: hero and there by flieir corps of teachers 
! and lecturers. The time must come 
' when people will no longer be a hind- 
' ranee to o.icli other, but a help in a time 
! of danger. As it is now, very few know 
I what to do when an ordinary accident 
happens, and as a result there is a great 
deal of sulTering that might, under oilier 
circnmstaiices, have been prevented. 

] When s.>me very great emergency arises, 
it is safe to assume that nine-tenths of 
those who are present will lose their 
heads, and make matters much worse by 
their foolish terror and still more fool- 
ish actions. 

Witness the frightful scenes when 
there is an alarm in a crowded building. 
If the Emergency society does nothing 
more than to emphasize the cardinal 
principle in their iiistnictions — "Don’t 
lose your head” — their work will be valu- 
able 

' We find the following expressive 
' words in Dr. Hope’s book — “Till tlie 
doctor comes.” “Presence of mind.self- 
. control and the power of keeping silent 
when it is best to do so, are the first 
! things. Of all the miserable hindering 
! nuisances, there is none worse than per- 
sons who, just at the time when tlieir 
sei vices are most renuired, begin to 
I SCI earn, run wildly about, put them- 
selves in every one’s way, hinder other 
I peujile, are not able to give a sensible an- 
swer, or perhaps faint or go into hyster- 
j ics.” 

The first lesson which the Esuergeney 
1 society always teaches is:— Keep cool. 
Do not let your excitement run away 
with you. Think quickly but quietly 
what is best to be dune, but by no means 
do any foolish or noisy thing in your 
haste. 

! II. Self Control. All peojde do not 
have the same strength of nerve, and 
! consequently are not able to bear pain 
i alike, but there is no doubt that many 
I can control themselves better than they 
i do. It is really wonderful what can be 
i done when one makes up his mind to do 
1 it, and it is well for a jierson who gets 
hurt to resolve to make just as little 
I fuss about it as possible, for his own 
saKe and for the sake of others. Injured 
peojile, however, are not the only noisy 
I ones. Some byst.inder, or relative, is 
justasajitto be over demonstrative at 
such a time and thus add to the distre.ss 
of the patient. Peojile think they must 
always show symjiathy by words, hut 
their silence is often more grateful. If 
they control themselves they are more 
aid to hel|i the injured bear’his sitller- 
iiigs than if they are loud in their dem- 
onstrations. 

A very little common sense goes a 
great way towards making the best of 
an accident and of heli'ing each other 
safely through the danger. One of the 
most obvious dictates of common sense 
is tlie inomotion of self-control. Lose 
control of yourself, anti yon do not know 
to what length of abslti'lity you may 
' 1 ( 111 , whether you are the jiatieut or the 
bystander. Things are rarely as had as 
they might he, and they can always he 
made better than they are. To make 
them better, however, requires coolness 
and courage, and a determination not to 
give way, come what will. 

III. The Si'jhl <ff Itlood.. There are 
few tilings more terrifying to ordinary 
)ieu|)Ie than the sight o'f blood resulting 
from an injury, and the tendency is to re- 
gal d the accident .as much worse than it 
really is. This is quite natural, for the 
sight of blood usually suggests sulfering 
and ]ici haiis death.

A.t the Uiilvor.iiilist t'lmroli, Xewton- 
"ville, Inst Suiidny inorninit the pnRtov, 
Itov. H. A. White, prcaclicd on “Tlio old 
Charity and the Xow.” The followinj? Is 
n Iirief abstract. The text was from 
Acts III, verses 0 and 7. Tlie terms 
“Old Charity and New C'liarity" liave 
come to indicate two metliods of chari- 
ty substantially different from one an- 
other. The man at the temple gate beg- 
ging alms, suggests the nature of the 
Old Charity, This man’s profession was 
to beg. He m.ade bis living by asking 
and receiving alms. The Old Charity 
was, and is, merely an indiscriminate and 
unsystematic giving of alms. Giving on 
the street, or at the door merely from an 
impulse, or from a desire to got rid of 
the beggar in the quickest and least 
troublesome way characterized the Old 
Charity. So also systems of out of door 
volief,adopted by many cities whore food, 
or coal, or clothes are pertunctoiily ■ i> 
tributed are gigantic Instances of the 
■Old Charity. Even our groat benevolent 
institutions, in so far ns they aim to give 
temporary relief alone, belong to the 
Old Charity. The chief and fatal defect 
of this ff rm of charity is that it perpet- 
uates and increases that which it seeks 
to relieve. The Old Charity has been 
one of theebief causes of poverty. How- 
ever well intended, it has put a premium 
upon poverty and made it in a sense 
prolltablo to be poor. A man was offer- 
ed $2 per day to work in a city where tlie 
indigent wore being supported by public 
chanty, and his reply was that: “He 
could make more than that per day beg- 
ging and could make it easier.” So long 
as people can make a living by begging 
there will bo those who will beg. The 
indiscriminate giving of well intentioned 
.people to street beggars is a constant 
temptation to the lazy and the shiftless to 
make street begging a profession. Pub- 
lic charities have invariably tended to in- 
crease poverty. IJrooklyn for a few 
years paid annually in out 

■door relief. The result was that llrook- 
lyii became the winter headiiuarters of 
tramps, and the lazy poor to be suppor- 
ted at public expense. When this was 
discontinued, there was no percepliblo 
increase in the number in the public in- 
stitutions, while the appeals to private 
charity was even less. The city of 
Providcnco spent one year $150, OOi) in 
out door relief. The next year the labor 
test was applied, alms being given to no 
one physically able to work, and the ex- 
penditure foil to .$7;5UO, and .suitering 
from poverty did not materially increase. 

The New Charity is represented in its 
organized form by Associated Charities 
and kindred organizations and is widely 
diltereiit from the Uhl Charity. It is 
philosophicat and scicniilic. Peter the 
Apostle was an exponent of the New 
Charity. Ho refuseti to give the beggar 
the expected alms, but gave him what 
was inlinitely better, health. Peter re- 
fused to support the man by giving him 
aim's, but he did that which made tlie 
man self supporting. Tin's is the New 
Charity. Aims giving is only an incident 
in its work. In all except cases of abso- 
lute necessity, it discourages alms giving. 
Indiscriifiinate alms giiing it discour- 
ages altogether. It seeks to help the 
poor and the unfortunate to help tbem- 
sehes. It aims at prevention and cure, 
and has no faith in mere temporary re- 
lief, unless satisfied that the temporary 
relief is the necessary slop to permanent 
self support. Tlie New Cliarity differs 
from the Old; lirst in recognizing tlie 
manifold causes of poverty. It liiids 
poverty and misfortune due not to causes 
which strike deep root in tlie soil of so- 
cial conditions. It liiids poverty due to 
intemperance, laz'iicss, shifilessncss, 
bad manaMinout, lack of opportunity to 
work, and largely to tile well meant but 
mistaken alms giving of tlic Old Cliarity. 
The Now Charity seeks tlierefore to re- 
move so far and fast as possible the 
■causes of poverty. If a famil.v is poor 
because the head of the family spends 
his earnings for drink, the lirst iliiiig 
toward cure is to stop that leak in the 
family purse. If poverty is duo to sliift- 
lessncss and had management, laziness, 
it is evident that the thing to do is in 
4iome way to remove these causes. It is 
evident also that alms giving will tend 
only to perpetuate these causes, and the 
lesiilling poverty. For tlie poverty wliich 
icsults from unavoidaldo misfortunes 
the Now Cliarity has tlie tendcrest sym- 
pathy. If niisfortiino creates a linal in- 
aliility for self support the Now Charity 
will llnd permanent nup])ort fur such if 
possible, lint it is found that llio great 
mass of the poor arc not made so by iiii- 
changaldo circumstances. 

The New Charily differs from tlie Old 
also in tlic matter of tliorough investiga- 
tion of each ease of poverty iircsented. 
Tlic Old Charily gave a dollar and passed 
on. The Now gives noihing at all until 
all the circumstances arc ascertained. 
A case referred to the Associated Chari- 
ties will ho at once investigated as to the 
following circumstances; heads of family, 
names of family, ages, employment, em- 
jdoyers. income, savings, dents, rooms, 
rent, landlord, physical coinlilion, hahit.s, 
church, relatives, sources of relief. 

l'|ion tills information tiio Assoeiatioii 
acts. If money is needed to tide the 
family along fur a short time until work 
can he found, or recovery from sickness 
is accumplislied, stops arc taken to pro- 
vide munoy. lint tliis only as a lielp to 
making the family self supporting. The 
aim is to act upon the information re- 
ceived, that eaiiscs of poverty will he as 
rapidly removed as possililc and tlic fam- 
ily made self supporting, and tlierefore 
liclf respecting. 

Tlic result of tills careful investigation 
is lirst : To jirotocl tlic hcnovoleiuly in- 
clined iinhlie froiu imposition, .sliiltless 
families often arc found to lie reeeiving 
aid from several independent sources 
and living coinfurtaldy without work. 
The following statistics will serve to 
sliuw the liunotits of tlieso careful iiivusti- 
galion of eases. Out of 28, (Hid eases in- 
vestigated in :!l eities of the ITiited 
.States it was found; that only 281X1 were 
worthy of eonlinoiis relief, woithy of 
temporary reliel only 7Ulu; needing work 
alone 11, (XXI; unworthy of relief in any 
form, ildUU. Indiseriniinale giving to 
tliesu cases would liavu done no perma- 
nent good, and would have (lone inueli 
hurni. .Second, tills thorough investiga- 
tion of eases protects the unworthy poor 
from tliu temptation ut Iteeoining lialdl- 
iial beggars. It is an injiisticu to any 
man or woman able to work to snppott 
Ihem in idleness liy alins-givine 'I'lie 
worthy pour must not he tempted to he- 
coine paupers. ThtMinwui tliy poor must 
not he allowed to impose iipuii the puh- 
lie. .\gain the New t 'liarity ditlors trom 
the I >1(1 in lieing systeinatie in its help 
for the unf((rtunate. It seeks to put one 
faii.ily in eliarge of some one competent 
and willing |(ersun whose duty it is to 


follow the family as a fiien 1 and advisor 
for year.'*, if need he. until the desired 
point of self snppot t is reached. 

The sjioaker ( loseil by advising people 
not to give alms at the dooi or on thn 
street. In all cases of appeal for aid, 
first investigate the circiimslanccs. Kind 
out what the applicants really need, or 
whether they need anything or not. Do 
this persiin'allv if possible. If this is 
impossihlo, refer the case toihe Associa- 
to(i CharilicR where the ease will ho inves- 
tigated. If worthy you will then he asked 
to aid In lindliig work or furnishing 
moncy.'for temporary relief, satisfied that 
you are not being imposed upon, or tliat 
you are iicrpctunting some man or wom- 
an in habits of sitiftlessncss attd habitual 
hogging. .

'I'lieie wuis al- 
ways nine excuse, either a Ireshet, (O' 
ficfcvy rains, or some widetiitig project. 
■ ther committees took loide in living 
-within their approlo iations, atid leaving 
(little balance at tlie end of the year, 
Oid he thought their exum]ile sliould be 
.-miiiended t.r tlie highway committee. 
jJe . ailed on City Engineer .Noyes lor in- 
‘oniiatiun about the width of the stieet. 

.Mr. Noyes said tlie street was full as 
-■larrow at iiointc between this place and 


.Adamti street, but wav not so dangerous, 
owing to the sloping character at the 
point in iprestion. 

Alderman Collin said the work was 
tieceFsary because the street was so low 
at tills point, and it had to be so to be 
properly drained. It had always been a 
dangerous spot. 

.Alderman Johnson asked if any one 
haii ever been hurt near there. 

.Alderman Cotlin said it w.as a wonder 
nc(’i(ien'.s had not happened. The coat of 
raising the street amt the walk would be 
almost as great as if the street was wid- 
ened. 

Alderman Kenno said another danger- 
ous point was at the sharp enrvo by- 
Lowell street, where an electric car, tf 
they wer-e ever run, could not be seen un- 
tii they were right on a team. The wid- 
ening of AVaaliingfoii street was sure to 
come and he thought it would be better 
to make one job of it, make a compre- 
hensive plan of the whole street, and 
provide for it by a loan. It might cost 
or JiI(X),0()0, btit it would have to 
be done some (lay. 

Alderman Pettee said that coming 
from the south side of the city ho was 
disposed to let the ineinbers from the 
north side fight it out, but there was no 
question that the street was too narrow, 
and that those who laid it out never an- 
ticipated so much travel over it. In the 
next half dozen years the street would 
have to bo widened, as it was not to bo 
expected that the wealthy tax payers of 
Newton would be satisfied to allow their 
wives and children to run the risk of 
driving on such a narrow and fre- 
quented a thoroughfare. lie was al- 
ways ready to vote for making streets 
wi(1e enough to be safe, and as for 
Washington street ho thought it ought to 
bo widened even if the street cars never 
ran over it, and the best way would bo to 
fix on some definite plan and do a little 
every year, and put it on the taxes. 

Alderman Coffin said it would cost the 
city within three or four hundred dollars 
to do the work without widening as it 
would to buy land of Mr. Soule and 
widen it. 

Alderman Johnson said he did not ob- 
ject to the street being widened, but he 
did object to taking one small portion 
and widening that without any reference 
to the other jiarts that nccde(f widening. 
He thought this should ho a w-arning to 
the boaid against granting franchises to 
street railways in narrow streets that 
were none too wide for the ordinary 
traffic. lie never saw a street that was 
dangerous on account of its width with- 
out a street railway, and ho thought the 
board should leave the place in iiuestion 
till it got some comprehensive plan of 
widening the whole street. 

.-Vlderman Kenno said he was not op- 
posed to widening any street, but it was 
best to make a plan before committing 
the city to anything. 

Alderman Hamblen asked what would 
bo the cost of widening. 

.Vlderman Coffin sai(l the land needed 
would cost .*S(X). and without the land it 
would cost ?(2.(K)fi. 

Alderman Harbach .said there wouid be 
no danger at this spot if it were not for 
the street railway, but the street was so 
sloping that something must be done. 

The vote was tjien taken, and as Messrs. 
Johnson and Kenno voted no, the order 
failed of a two-thirds vote and was de- 
feated.

CAUSES OF RECLINE OF AMERICAS 
SHIPFISO. 

FIIIST— Ofli TAllII'F ON lllON. 

Altlioupli tlio use of iron wns not new 
in nnvftl consti ncti.ni, it hepan to ire prop- 
erly npprecintecl nbont IS.V’i. and tlio in- 
troduction of steam, rvliicli had been 
slowly improved in its metliods and in its 
economics, bastonod tbo adoption of sfeel 
and iron in construction, as it was not 
possible to pet from wood tbo necessary 
stability and strenpth to resist tlio con- 
stant jar and tlirnst of tbo macliinery. 
A wooden sailinp vessel would last about 
fourteen years — a wooden steamer about 
twelve years, wlicreas an iron sailinp 
vessel was practically indestructible, and 
some of tbo earliest iron steamers are 
still in use. 

The moment wood was shown to bo 
loss desirable titan iron, America lost 
the pi'cat advantope wliieh she liad bad 
of cheap material, for up to 18.').’) wo had 
been al)lc to import our bemp, and even 
iron, used in tlie construction of our 
wooden vessels, and pay oiir seamen bet- 
tor wapes, and still compete. Wo conld 
not i)rodncc tbo iron as clieaply as fJrcat 
nriton, and our duty on that material 
prevented its importation. Before tbo 
Kuvolution, wo liad supplied Knpland 
with from 1") to ‘JO per cent of the iron she 
used. By the use of coke iiisteiid of 
charcoal and by the invention of rollinp 
iron in 1783, iron was produced much 
more easily and clica])ly in Enplaiid, and 
its production was preatly stimulated. 
Tlio ITiiited Slates continued tbo manu- 
facture of iron without any e,h.iiipe from 
the old metliods ; only bammered iron 
was produced, and rolled bar was not 
made in tliis conmry, Instead of adopt- 
iiip the new methods of niakinp bar-iron 
— l)y rollinp — our iron manufacturers 
tried to save tbeir old plants and keep 
propress out of this country till tliey bad 
worn them out— and did so for a peiiera- 
tioii, from 1810 on, by slinttinp out roll- 
ed bar. To protect tlie domestic manu- 
factures of iron against the Britisli com- 
petition, a duty of 81.')0 a hniidrod- 
weiplit was imposed by tbetarilT of 1810 
on rolled bar, while liammercd bar-iron 
only paid a duty of 4b cents a luindred- 
weiplit; and in 1828 llie duty on rolled 
iron was equivalent to 100 per cent of 
tbo value. 

It was not, therefore, the war witli the 
Sontli — altlioupli tliat preally hastened 
tbo result— but it was our tarilT, topetli- 
er witli tliat legislation wliicli preveiiteil 
Americans from bnyinp ships from for- 
ipiiers and registering them here, wliicli 
(lestroyed our mercbaiit ninriiic. 

Ill 187 0 a table was prepared by the 
chief of the tonnage division of the 
'Treasury Department showing tliat the 
duties on the material for a 1000 ton iron 
ship amounted to .821,000, or 821 a ton.

Sec. 4102. Vessels built within the 
United .States, and belonging wholly to 
citizens thereof, and vessels which may 
be captured in war by citizens of the 
United States, and lawfully coiidemiiod 
as prize, or which may bo adjudged to 
to bo forfeited for a breach of tlio laws 
of the United States, being wholly owned 
by citizens, and no others, nmy bo regis- 
tered as directed in this 'I'itle. 

Sec. 410:1. No vessel shall be entitled 
to be registered, or, if registered, to the 
beiiclits of registry, if owned in whole or 
ill part, by any citizen of tlie United 
States who usually resides in a foreign 
country, during tbo coiitinnaiico of sncli 
residence, unless such citizen bo a cuii- 
Hiil of tbo United States, or an agent for 
and a partner in some bouse of trade or 
copartnership, consisting of citizens of 
the United States actually carrying on 
trade within the United States. 

.Sec. 4104. No vessel shall be entitled 
to be registered as a vessel of tlio United 
States, or, if registered, to tlio benetits of 
registry, if owned in whole or in |inrt by 
any person natnriilizcd in thu United 
.States, and residing for more lliaii one 
year in the country from wliicli lie origi- 
nated, or for more than two years in any 
foreign country, unless such person be a 
consul or other public agent of tlie Uni- 
ted States. Notliing contained in this 
section sliull bo construed to prevent tlie 
registering anew of any vessel before 
registered, in case of a sale thereof in 
good faith to .'uiy citizen resident 
in tlie L'nited States; but satisfactory 
proof of tlie citizeiisliip of tlie 
jiorsoii on wliose account a vessel may bo 
jinicbased shall lie exliibited to tlie col- 
lector, before a new register shall be 
granted for such vessel. 

Sec. 410.7. No vessel wliieli lias been 
recorded or registered as an American 
vessel of tbo l'nited States, pursuant to 
law, and wliicli was licensed or otlicr- 
wiso autliorized to sail under a foreign 
Hag, and to liave tlie protection of any 
foroigii goveiTiiiiont during tlie existence 
of the rebellion, sliall be ileeiiied or reg- 
istered as a vessel of tlie l'nited .States, 
or sliall liuve tlie riglits and privileges of 
vessels of tlie United states, except un- 
der provisions of law esiieeiaily autlior- 
izing sucli registry. 

.Sec. llOd. Tlie Secretary of tlie Treas- 
ury may issuea reijister or enrollment for 
any vessel built in a foreign eountry, 
whenever sncli vessel shall be wrecked iii 
the l'nited States, and shall be purebased 
and reiiaired by a citizen of tlie L'nited 
States, if it sliall be proved to tlie satis- 
faction of tlie Secretary tliat the repairs 
put up on such vessel are equal to tliree 
fonrllis of tlio cost of thu vessel wliuii so 
repaired. 

.Sec. 41(15. No vessel wliicli is regis- 
tered, iiursnaiit to any law of the Ibiitod 
■Slates, and which is seized or captured 
and condemned, under tlie authority of 
any foreign power, or whioli by sale lie- 
eomes lliu iiroperty of u foreigner, ).liali 
lie entitled or capable of receiving a new 
register, nutwitlistandiiig sucli vessel 
should aftei wards become American 
pi'iiperty ; but all such vessels shall be 
taken anil considered, to all intent ami 
purposus, as foreign vessels. Notliing 
111 Ibis seelioii sliall extend to or be coii- 
btrneil to alleel the person owning any 
vessel ut the time of the seizure or cap- 
tnru of the same, or Ids exeeutor or ud- 
minislralor, in ease lie regain a property 
ill sucli vessel, so condemned, by p.ir- 
ebasu or olliurwise, from eluiuiiiig and 


receiving a now rogister for tlio same, as 
ho otberwiso might have done. 

.Soc. 4000. No liceiiHo or oiirollmeiil 
and license, nor renewal of either, sliall 
licreaf'.cr lie issued to any vessel until 
the collector to whom tbo application is 
mado for tbo same is satisfied, from tlie 
oalli of llin owner or miislor, that all 
equipments and leipnirs made in a for- 
eign port williiii the year immediately 
preceding sncli application liavc been 
(Inly aeoonnied for, a((d tlio duties ac- 
cruing tlicrcon duly paid; and if sncli 
owner or master sliall refuse to take 
such oath, or take it falsely, tlio vessel 
shall be seized and firfeitod. 

Tliese laws might well lie entitled 
“laws to deter American citizens from 
going into tbo shipping linsiness.’’ They 
were passed to •‘protecl’’Amcricnii sliip- 
biiilding.' \Vc can see witli wliat result — 
they liave "protected'’ it out of exist- 
ence. 

THE HEMKIIY. 

Bepcal tlio navigation laws. Permit 
Amoricaii citizens to buy their ships in 
the clieapost market. Do not rely on 
subsidies and bounties for Iniildiiig ii|) 
sliippiiig. Admit free of duty tlie raw 
materials used by our manufacturers 
and sliiii-bnilders. Adopt a reasonable 
system of .State taxation of shipping. 

(Irant these boons to tbo ship-owning 
interest, and it will revive and again be- 
come prosperous, and the ship-building 
trade will partake of this prosperity.

Stiililioru Facts. 

It is bard for tlie extreme protection- 
ist to get over tlie prosperity of the low 
tarilT of 1840. This prosjierily was so 
general and satisfactory that all talk of 
an increase of tarilT rates ceased. Tlie 
oonntry for the first time since 1810 was 
at peace on the vexed question. Nay, in 
18.77 tlie representatives of tlie manufac- 
turing interests of New England joined 
hands witli tlio planters of tlie Soutli to 
cut the rates of duty still lower. By a 
combination of old Whigs, Kepublicaiis, 
Kiiow-Notliiiigs and Democrats, the bill 
was passed tlirongli both houses of Con- 
gress by groat majorities. The best evi- 
dence tliat a law is a good law is that for 
many years it gives to every section of 
tlie Union, and to every interest and 
class oi men entire satisfaction. That 
ill tlio glory of the law of 184(5, as it was 
the glory of tbo low tarilT of 17811, which 
gave sucli universal satisfaction for 
twenty-three years, tliat, when it was 
necessary to raise tlio duties on the | 
breaking out of the war of 1812, Con- !

restoration of peace the old duties should 
be restored.

vate interests. As the result of the cou- 
tinuauce of tins system through a long 
series of years, and after liundreds of 
large and undeserved fortunes have been 
created by Govermenial favoritism, we 
see the recipients of the favor of tlio 
Ctovernment exhausting human wit and 
ingenuity, by the machinery of ’‘combi- 
nation,” ’‘understa tiding,” “pools,” and 
“Trusts,” in sucking the last possilde 
drop of blood from the people whom the 
Tarifl' Law has placed at their mercy. 

Of course a protective tarilY l.vw al- 
ways has produced and always will pro- 
duce debate, contention, disitute, and 
bitter controversy.

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THE rum.IC WORKS lllLI/ 

The loRislature has finally passed the 
1)111 to enable Newton to establish aboard 
of pultlic works, with an amendnient 
that It most be submitted to the citizens 
at the next State election for approval. 
The funny thing about it is that tho city 
charter already gives full power to the 
City Council to establish a board of pub- 
lic works, and the great and geuer.il court 
has Labored for some mouths over tho 
problem of giving tho city a power which 
it already possesses, aud h.as with great 
gravity prescribed that the citizens may 
vote upon the question. If the bill isnot 
approved by tho popular vote, tho City 
Council will have just the same power 
that it now possesses, and can establish 
the board just the same. 

This might be taken as a good argu-’ 
ment for biennial sessions, as it would 
save the legislature from doing ridiculous 
things. Here was an active lobby work- 
ing against the bill, and finally succeed- 
ing in getting in the provision that the 
bill must be submitted to a popular vote, 
evidently so ignorant of the provisions of 
the city charter that they did not know 
that tho whole reason the bill was asked 
for was that tho terms of the members 
of the board might be limited, instead of 
being appointed as they must be by the 
charter, during good behavior. It is not 
necessary of course to go into the mo- 
tives which governed the oppouents of 
the bill, who sought to defeat the meas- 
ure by providing that it must bo submit- 
ted to a popular vote. They have had 
their labor for their pains, and if the 
Mayor and City Council were so inclined 
they could go ahead and appoint a board 
at once. 

If the bill should bo approved by the 
jiopular vote, it would still prob.ably be 
•optional whether to appoint tho board 
under the provisions of the charter, or 
under the provisions of the bill, as none 
of the rights under tho charter are re- 
pealed. It would evidently be an cxcel- 
ent idea for peofile out-side of the City 
Council to study up the city charter, and 
becomefamiliar with its provisions; it is 
an interesting document, and copies can be 
obtained at City Hall, or if the edition is 
exhausted the (Hi.triiic oflice would 
print an extra suiiply at the same rates 
it charges for the other city printing. 

WIDENING WA.SIHNGTON STREET. 

This (piestion came up again before 
the board of aldermen, Monday night, 
and was discussed at some length. The 
opinion was unanimous that the street 
should be widened, and the wisest plan 
seems to be to have some comprehensive 
plan before any stejis are taken , such as 
the projiosed widening from .lewett 
street to Walnut Park, so that when any 
work is once done it will not have to be 
done over. The cost of widening the 
street from Centre street in Newton to 
the railroad crossing in West Newton 
would be considerable, but it would be 
offset by the benetlt to the whole city, 
and also to the abuttors. 'J'he work need 
not all be done at once, but a part could 
be done every year, and the cheaper por- 
tions, where the street is bordered by un- 
occupied lands, could be attended 
to first. The part between .lewett street 
and Walnut P.irk is certainly in need of 
attention at once, but so is the portion 
in front of the Uellcvue street bridge, 
where tho street is very narrow, and 
should be extended on one side or the 
other, but before doing anything it 
would be the wisest pian to decide on the 
general jilan of work to be followed 
When the railway begins operations' 
there will be a deinaiid fur widening 
which will have to be listenerl to, and 
even without the railway the stieet is 
too narrow for the main thoroughfare of 
a pujiulous city, where driving is so uni- 
versal as it is heie. 


Nkw E.n(.i,.a.mi appears to be catching 
it ali round in Cungiess this year. Not 
only are its interests saerifieed in tarilf 
iiiatlers, but needed repairs at the navy 
yanis at Portsmouth and Charlestown 
are left out of the naval approjuiatiun 
bill. If either yaiii were in a close state, 
things might be dillerent, ami it IS lath- 
er unkindly asked why New England 
should take the trouble to semi rei>reseu- 
tatives to t'ongress at all, seeing that 
they do nothing at all fur their section. 
Here is the little state of Nevada, whose 
only intent is in its silver mines, and its 
Neiiators are so devoted to their “little 
corner,” that they are hull-dozing 
(.oiigi ess into jiassinga “free silver” bill, 
and threatening to go oil and vote with 
the Deiuucral.-. if their wishes are nut 
cairitd out. They do not caie for a cau- 
cus or anything else that ojiposes the 
interest." of their state, and cunseijueutly 
they have nioie influence than all the 


Nonator* and; RoprcsonfativcR of New 
England put together. The views of 
these silver Senators are not to be com- 
mended, but their way of looking out 
for their own interests in the general 
scramble shows how success can be 
achieved. It might not be a bad idea for 
Now England to hire some men of this 
kind to look after her interests at Wa.sh- 
ington, and have the present members 
from this section coniine themselves 
simply to post oflice appointmculs, sup- 
plying farmers with seeds aud other like 
matters. 

CoxoiiEssM.VN Candler's luotcst agains 
increasing tho cost of lamp chimneys 
some 'Jtki or IVXi per cent was so unkindly 
received, that he made tho following 
apology, as given in the Congressional 
Record : 

When 1 undertook to make amend- 
mends to the dilTerent sections of this 
bill 1 believed that it was my duty as a 
iirotectionist and a Republican; 1 be- 
lieved that it was better to meet the ! 
<luestions as they arose and have them | 
explained than to make a general speech 
attacking the bill. One must be ini- 
luesscd with the fact that this committee 
liave shown a great deal of ability and | 
liave endeavored to serve tho country 
faithfully in preparing this bill, but 1 I 
believe it is my duty as a member of this | 
iloiise. if any of my constituents and 1 
think that anything in tills bill is to their 
disadvantage, to call atlention to it and 
seek to have it changed aud improved if 
possible. Rut for one 1 wish no con- 
fusion or misunderstanding in regard to 
my position as a protectionist. 1 am not 
oiilv a Republican but a protectionist. 

This is interesting as being almost the 
first time Mr. Candler has put himself 
on record on the tarilY question. As 
most of his constituents use lamp 
chimneys, more or less, they are interest- 
ed in getting them as cheaply as possible, 
and if he had only had the courage to 
stand up and refuse to apologize, what a 
fine campaign cry it would have made 
"Candler and cheap chimneys.” His 
haste iu giving up the cheap lamp 
chimney issue has prevented this, and 
perhaips he feels as Mr. Lodge does that 
“this little corner” of the country has no 
rights which the rest of the country is at 
all called on to respect. 


CoxoRESS.M.AX Bi'TTEKWoiiTij is meet- 
ing with unexpecteil commendation 
from Republican newspapers all over the 
country, and especially in the Western 
states. They commend him for standing 
up for sound Republican doctrine on the 
tariff, and against Mr. .McKinley's plan 
of making a sale of the tariff duties for 
political purposes. Mi'. Rutterworth 
has already been mciitioiicd as the next 
prcsidcntal candidate, aud it is evident 
that he would have the enthusiastic sup- 
port of a large number of his party. It 
is encouraging to find one Republican 
who has tho courage of his convictions 
and will not be dictated to by a caucus, 
ns to what he shall s.ay or how ho shall 
vote. Mr. Rutterworth says that all 
but 20 of the Republican Congressmen 
have confessed that they would have 
taken the same stand that ho did, if 
they had only dared, which is certainly 
suggestive aud gives one a rather un- 
complimentary opioii of men who will 
make such a confessiou. Rut even Mr. 
Rutterworth did not dare to vote as he 
thought. 


The latest plan of reaching Newton by 
the West End Railway is said to be 
through Tremont street from Oak 
square, down Park street past Elmwood, 
and then by a private way and a tiiiiiiel 
under the railroad tracks to Nonantum 
square. The West End has long been 
anxious to complete its circuit from Oak 
square to unite with the Cambridge cars, 
and as crossing the railroad at grade 
would not be allowed, this plan appears 
to ho the most feasible one. It would 
prove of great benefit to Newton if this 
plan is ever carried out, although it 
would necessitate the widening of 
Tremont street and probably of Park 
street. Possibly the West Elnd Com- 
l>any might be willing to bear a lawtion 
of the expen8e,and certainly no franchise 
should ever be granted in such a narrow 
street, to any railway company. 


The Census officials are trying to work 
what is vulgarly called "the dead-head 
racket” on the newsjiapcrs, calling on 
them to puhlish all sorts of long articles 
and furnish all soils of statistics, just as 
if the government were a charitable organ- 
ization and that the officials selected by 
.Superintendent Porter were not to be de- 
pended on. It is sad, if this be true, hut 
Mr. Porter ought to have appointed them 
on the civil service examination iilan, 
and iierhaps then ho would have felt 
more conlidence in the jirobable results 
of their labors. Judging from our ex- 
changes, the newspajiers do not take 
very kindly to Supt. Porter’s plans of 
gelling his work done for nothing when 
he has jiaid officials appointed to do it. 


The .Milford Journal is still troubled 
over the tax ou woolens, which it thinks 
makes the .\mcrican workingman pay 
more for his coat tiiaii this English 
brother, who has to jiay no tax on wool 
or woolens. We are sorry that our .Mil- 
ford contemporary shows such signs of 
falling from the faith. It shouhl remem- 
ber that il is the foreign wool grower 
and the foreign w jol manufacturer, who 
)iuy all the tariff' duties, and hence the 
.\mericau workingman gets his coat 
cheaiier than his English competitor. 
If the facts are against this theory, it is 
so much the worse for Ihe facts, accord- 
ing to such high authority as the Roslon 
Journal. 


'I HE Rostoii 'J’laveller's canijiaign 
against Insurance t.'omiiiissioner Mer- 
rill was a rather Iiileresting one, ami 
gave some excitement to a rniher dull 
season. 'I'he fact that .Mr. A. T. Sylves- 
lorof thit- city endorsed iu somo^neusuie 
the position of tliu Traveller was suffi- 
cient to show Newton people that the 
I raveller was not without some ground.- 
for its action. If Mr. .Merrill has used 


his position in the Grand Army for his 
own political advancement, ho is certain- 
ly dcsorviiig of ceusiiro, but (Joveriior 
Rrackett decided that ho could do noth- 
ing else than to reappoint him. 


Dll. Noiivix GiiEKX, prosidont of Ihe 
Western I'liion Telegraph Company, 
does not think very highly of Post- 
master General Wanamakor’s scheme 
fora postal teleeruiih, which is hardly 
surprising. He also says that it would 
ruin telegraph companies to reduce their 
rates, but as the Western Union, for 
instance, has to pay dividends ou sonie- 
thiiig like 7.'> per cent, of water in its 
stock, the public would hardly object to 
any kind of a squeezing process, ns far 
ns this company is concerned.

AXXl'AI. MEETING IlKI.I) AT WEST NEW- 
roX Tl'KSllAY EVKXINO. 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Woman Siifl'rago Longno was held in tbo 
I’liitarian chnrcli. West Newton, Tuesday 
evening, and the following officers 
elected: Nathaniel T. Allen, president;

.After the election of officers, the 
president introduced Mrs. Louise Orinis- 
toii Chant of England, who delivered an 
address on "Tlie social Life of To- 
day.’’ Among other things, she said: 
We are nearer woman sulfrago in Eng- 
land, 1 iim inclined to think, than you 
are in this country, ns we have less com- 
plicated processes to go throngli wlien 
laws are to be passed and less obstacles 
to overcome than is the case witli tlie 
women in Amei ic.i. Municipal, parochial 
and school board siiftragc has been en- 
joyed by tlio women of England for a 
long time. Englishwomen have availed 
themselves of tlie voting privileges 
which have been .accorded, and that they 
have used these privileges well is not 
denied. The speaker then gave an in- 
stance in England where tlie votes of 
women had resulted in returning moral 
men to office in a township, who were 
opposed to liberal granting of licenses, 
and who would have been defeated be- 
cause of their conservatism had it not 
been for the assistance of upward of 
L'OOiJ women voters. In parochial elec- 
tioii.s, coiitiinied the speaker, the wo- 
men have been most successful in using 
their rights of suffrage. The speaker, 
ill closing, said that in America there 
were many inequalities. Your women 
have great difficulty in getting voting 
jiower. It counot be claimed that your 
women are incapable when you think of 
tlie war and their noble tlecds in the 
interest of Iiiimanity. America should 
be the first country to show the world 
what it thinks of the best side of wo- 
man's u.i.ture, signalizing it by giving 
her free sngr.age, without fear or favor. 
[.Applause.] 


All Interesting Test. 

The following is the report of the test 
of the National Gas aud Smoke Cou- 
siimcr, given at the Newton rumpiiig 
•Station under the supervision of Mr. 
Thomas C'oughlaii, engineer in charge, 
for the five days ending May 10, ISffO. 
The amount of chemically prejiared coal 
used was 20,000 pounds' which |iumped 
.’i,:l24,;)00 gallons of water. For the same 
five days in the previous week the 
amount of coal used was 2.'i,7'K) pounds 
and the quantity of water immiied was, 
o,!ii7,710 gallons. 

One lb. of coal as ordinarily used will 
pump 2J0 gals. One lb. of coal chemic- 
ally (irepared will pumj) 2.74 ;;-4 gals. 
One ton of coal as ordinarily used will 
pump 40n,iM)o gals. One ton of coal 
cliemicallv priijiaied will pump .7(J!i,.7(JO 
^Jals. Making 4!l,.70il gallons more of 
water prepared by one ton of the pre- 
pared coal, than by coal as usually used, 
and showing a saving of about 10 .7-7 per 
cent. The chemical also prevents a 
great aniuniit of the black smoke from 
issiieing from the chimney, as it is ctui- 
siimed, together witli a portion of the 
gases, and chemicals enough to prepare 
one ton of coal costs only six cents.

Ho strings ropes between tho pilings 
along under the docks, ami on tliem at 
taclics ins liooks witli short lines about 
four feet apart like a trawl line. Ho 
visits them with a lioat every day and 
removes tlio captures, getting one cent a 
pound from tlie dealer. Tlie iieads and 
fins are cut olT before siiipping, llius re- 
moving suspicion as to tlieir liuiiililo and 
lowly natures. Florida’s resources are 
as yet almost unknown, and iliis indus- 
try is ill its infancy.— aJacksoiivillo Times- 
Union.

Prspiiratlntifl llcilnu Miwin to Work n Ite- 
ecnlly lllumvorcil of flrcHt Itlcltnciwi. 

A conferonco was lield at tlietlrniid 
Pacific jesterday lictwceii two ('liineso 
nolili'iiicn anil two representatives of the 
iiiining nineiilnnry firm of Fraser &<''hnl- 
mers, witli tlie result tliat nogotiations 
were forniiilly entered into liKiking to tlie 
coiiHlnietion of a SOO-stamp mill in tlio 
niotintains of Cliina. Tlio niagr’tiido of 
tlio deal may lie iinderstiKsl when it Is 
stated tliat the mill, with all its niacliiii- 
ery and npisiiiitmeiitR, will cost not far 
from §-4,00(t,(KM). Tills sum will ineliido 
all preliiiiinary exiH'iises. Tlie announce- 
mont tliat siieli a gigantic niill was to lie 
Iniilt in Chinn astounded even tlio meiil- 
bors of tlie linn, well posted as tliey are 
ill all matters pertaining to mining and 
mining mneliinery. Tliey liad no idea 
tliat tliere was enough gold liearing riKik 
in Ciiiiin to pay for tlie erection of a 
stamp mill of any size. Tlicy wore in- 
formed by tho Cliinese nolileinen tliat 
there Ims Isieii discovered in tlie lieart of 
China tlio ricliest and must extensive 
gold bearing load in tlio world. 

There is an old story in Cliinese liistory 
to tlie effect tliat at one time, many cen- 
turies ago, tlicre was tnuiiendous excite- 
ment over tlio discovery of gold in tlie 
Tai-Slian. Rut after a time the gold 
gave out, and altliougli tho industrious 
Celestials continued to dig for several 
years tlieir profits were very small. Fi- 
nally the senreli for tlie yellow grains 
was entirely given up. Tlie Cliine.su did 
not know very much nlioiit uiining in 
those days. They did not know tliat by 
criisliing tlie rocks and treating tlie re- 
sulting dust witli cliemicals tlie liidden 
gold could lie released. Now tliey know 
ail nliout file iiietliods of gold produc- 
tion. Cliiiuinien riislicd to California 
during' tlio gold excitement and a few 
years later ruslied to Australia. Tliey 
returned to tlieir liomes with money and 
knowledge. 

Aliout two years ago some Cliinese 
prospectors entered tlie Tai-lSliaii moun- 
tains determined to find gold bearing 
quartz if it existed in tlie country. Be- 
fore tlie first week of tlieir soarcli was 
ended tliev found significant outcrop- 
pings. A little later they discovered tlio 
great lead wliicli is now known to lie of 
almost fnliulous value. One of these men 
was Long Chen, a man wlio liad liad con- 
siderahle e.Npcricnce in uiining and pros- 
pecting in California, and who knew tlio 
wisdom of silence. They kept very still 
about the find until a company liad been 
formed and a clear title to a largo tract 
of land scoured. Some crude stamp milla 
were erected, and tlio crusliing and re- 
duction of quartz was liegiiii. From tlio 
jutset tlie production of gold was enor- 
luoiis, and it is stated tliat not a ton of 
are lias been treated that lias yielded loss 
tliaii S700. In particular cases the ore 
lias yielded as mucli ns SlO.OUOto tlie ton. 
The news of tiie lucky mining venture 
jpread . rapidly in China, lait for some 
reason lias been kept from tlio world. 

A trust, controlling about eiglity miles 
of laud in tlie gold country, sent Cliu 
Ling Kwan and Tong Sing Koii to lliis 
country to iiiako preliiiiinary arraiigo- 
ments for tlie purcliaso of tlio necessary 
niacliinery to begin operations on a mod- 
ern and gigantic scale. 

When a reporter was admitted to tlio 
rooni the distingiiislied arrivals occupied 
he found Cliu Ling Kwan attired in tlie 
full dross of a Chinese mandarin. Every 
garment upon liini was made of tlio soft- 
est and sliiniest of silk. Tong Sing Kou 
wore American dress. Tong Sing lived 
ill America many years, and attended 
.•\niericaii seliools. Ho speaks Englisli 
very lliiently. 

“Our property at one point is witliin 
sixteen miles gf tlio sea coast," sniil he, 
•‘and it i.s not moretlian twenty miles to 
a good port. Tiio land owned by tlie 
companies is all in tlio county of Niiig- 
Hoi, in ilie province of Slian-Tiiiig. If 
you are not familiar witli tlie goograpliy 
of Cliina, I will tell you tliat tlie mines 
are on a peiiiiisula across tlio Coreaii sea 
from tlie Peninsula of Corea and directly 
west.” 

Tong .Sing opened a valise, unrolled a 
chamois skin and exliiliited Ids speci- 
mens. “Yon will see,” lie said, “tliat 
tlio gold IS quite coarse in tlieso speci- 
iiions. it is not so tlirougliout the lead. 
Ill boiiio places it is exceeding lino and 
again it is found in nuggets. Tlio streams 
wliic-li run tlirougli tlie iiiuuiitaiiis wash 
Old gold and 5,000 |)eoplo make a living 
liy eradliiig llie sand in tlio lied of one 
river. After every lieavy rain llie sup- 
ply of gold dust ill tlio river bed is re- 
pleiiiblied. 1 believe tliat in a very few 
years llie mines will bo llie most valuable 
ill tlie world. Wo eoiiteiiiplale ereelhig 
llie finest plant in tlie world. Tliero was 
a dillereiiee of opinion amuiig llie stoek- 
liolders as to wlietlier it would be lietter 
to erect one 300-stiinip mill or lliree 100- 
stanip mills. Wo iiave asked Fraser & 
Clialnieis to iiiuko estimates on l>otli 
propositions. Tlio slock in tlio mining 
couipaiiios is lield by uppor class Cliiiia- 
iiu-u. .Most of llio Btocklioldors aro gov- 
oriimeiil ollicials, lait tlio goveriinu-iil of 
tlio Cldiieso eiiipiro doos not in any way 
own or control llio iiiiiios. Tlio coiii- 
paiiios aro osseiilially privalo coriiora- 
lioiis ” — Cliicago Horald.

.\ny policy of taxation wliicli, hikIct 
tlio prctoiiso of protection, imposes 
iiiirdciis upon tlio mass of tliu people 
and divides tlio representatives of 
differont occupations into wiirrin,; 
cinsscs, cncli strnititliiiK to make use of 
tlio power of lef'islation to obtain an 
ndvniitnKo over tlio others, is obviously 
unjust and unwise and oiiulit not to lie 
coiitiliuid. Wliat D.tniel Webster fore- 
saw wlicn, in the name of tlie mereliaiits 
nnd mnmtfncturcrs of Now KiiKiand, lie 
denounced tliis system in Ids ttreat 
Kntinel Hall spcceli in 1820, wo have 
actually witnessed day after day diiiitm 
the present session of CouKiess. Upon 
that occasion lie said; 

“To individnaU, tins policy is ns in- 
jurious as it is to (;ovcrnment. A sys- 
tem of artillcini government rrotcction 
loads tlio people to too much rolianco on 
,joveriimeut. If left to llieir own choice 
of pursuits, tlioy depend on their own 
skill nnd tlieir own industry. But if 
government essditially affects tlieir oc- 
cupations by its systems of bounties and 
preferenges, it is natural, wlicn in 
distress, that they should call on ijovcrn- 
mont for relief. Hence a perpetual con- 
test. carried on between tlie different in- 
terests of society. AKi'icnlturists taxed 
to-day to sustain mannfactiircrs, com- 
merce taxed to-morrow t) sustain iiRri- 
culture, and tlien impositions, perhaps, 
on hotli inaniifnctiires nnd attricultiirc to 
support commerce. And wlien eovern- 
ment lias exhnnsted its invention in 
these modes of lci!islntion it finds the 
result less favorable than tlie oriKlnal 
and natural statu and course of thiuKs. 
lie could linrdly conceive of anythiiii' 
worse than a jiolicy which could iilace 
the K'eat interests of tliis country in 
liostility to one another, a policy wliicli 
slionld keep them in constant conllcr, 
nnd brini; tliem every year to fitflit their 
battles in tlie committee-rooms of the 
IIuiiHO of Bepresenatives at Wnsli- 
ington.” 

According to tiio statements made be- 
fore tlio committee, tlie protected indus- 
tries of tlio country liave never been at 
any time in our liistory in such a depres- 
sed and discoiirngitig condition ns tlicy 
are now. After nearly thirty years of 
continuous protection by IJovornment 
taxation for tlieir support, a groat many 
of them are reported to ho on tho very 
verge of liankriiptey and ruin, wliilo very 
few of them, according to tlie testimony, 
are yielding a fair prolit on tlio capital 
invested. .\t the same time tlio laborers 
in those industries are complaining of 
insntlieiunt wages, repeated suspensions 
of work and a general condition of un- 
certainty and insecurity in their relations 
to tliose wlio give tliem employment. 

Wliile we have no doubt tliat many of 
tlio statcmciits made before tlio com- 
mittee were gioat exaggerations of tlie 
actual comlitioii of affairs, yet, after 
making proper allowance for tlie zeal of 
advocates pleading tlieir own cause, 
cnoitgli remains to show clearly tliat tho 
existing system of luotection, after a 
trial of tliirty years, has jirovod a failure, 
and tliat instead of being strengtliened 
and made more restrictive and jirohihi- 
tive, it ouglit tn lie nhandoncil and n 
more liberal policy inaugurated, 

Wlicn our own market is fully sup- 
plied wiUi any given artiele, the |iro- 
ductioii of tliat article must cease or ho 
carried on at a loss, unless a market for 
it can he foniid somewlicrc else; and 
tills is tlio groat difficulty in tlio way of 
many of our most important industries 
at tiio iirescnt time. They liave no 
market wliicli will jHiy tliem for tlio cost 
of production under onr unwise system 
of taxaiion, and yield tliein a reasoiialile 
prolit niion tlieir investments. To at- 
tempt to remedy tills evil by still further 
increasing the cost of production is 
simply to begin at tlio wrong end, nnd 
will greatly aggravate tlie sitiiiition. 

It can he demonstrnted tliat we liave 
the capacity to jirodiice most of tlio 
manufactured stnides at less cost nnd at 
tlie same tiiVe pay Iiiglier wages tliaii 
can ho earned in any otiicr country in 
tlio worhl, hut in order to ilo so wo must 
liave some imiioits from other roiintrics 
free of duty. If it were iipt for tlie ex- 
cessive cost of )iroiluction in tliisconiitry, 
caused liy tlie unnecessary taxation of 
crude and partially mannfactnrcd 
inalciials wliicli are essential in tlie 
lU'ocesses of onr industries, we could 
export and sell every year large i|nanli- 
ties of tlie products of onr simps and 
factories, after fully supplying tlie home 
demand at reasonalde prices. 

We lielieve, llierefore, tliat tlio only 
manner in wliicli onr industries can he 
liel|ied by legislation at tlio present 
time, is to cxcm|it from taxation tlie 
materials lliey are compelled to use, and 
to reduce pro|iortionately tlio taxes on 
tinislied products, so tliat all oiirfanneis, 
mcclianics, and inaiinfacturcrs may he 
able to comjiete on cijiial lerins witli 
tliose of otlier uoiintries. Witli untaxed 
materials, it is eviile4it tliat they eonid 
aff'oid to pay tlieir livhoiers better wages 
than they ean afford to |iay them now, 
and still sell tlieir proilncls to eonsnmers 
at lower |irices tliaii are now eliarged. 

Tlie increase of taxes on wmden nnd 
worsted g lods, inciniling car)>ets, 
amounts to about ^l-'i.-Vsi.iHlo per aiiiuini, 
estimated upon tlie importations of tlie 
last llseal year; hut in fact it will lie 
many times tliat amount liy reason of 
tho cniianced prices wliicli consumers 
will lie compelled to pay for the iloinestic 
proiluct. While the hill proposes to 
aholisli tlio iiitei nal'i'uvenue taxes to the 
amount of 8S,8(lo,!ili|.7.‘> on maniifaotiiied 
chewing and smoking toliaoco and siintf, 
articles wliicli cerlaiiilv eannol lie classed 
ainong tlie necessaries of life. 

We cannot undertuke lieiu to point out 
in detail the nnineroiis increases in the 
rates of iluty on iinported goods w hich 
tills liill proposes to make, but a few 
will suffice to show tlio general eliaracter 
of tlie measure and tlie purpose of its 
uiitlioi's and siipp'irturs. Tlie lowest 
grades of woolen yarn, worth not over 
:>() cents per iioumf, are to he suhiected 
to a duty of 112 per cent., wliilu the 
most costly yain will pay 72 nor cent. 
t)iic grade of coarse, cheap blankets will 
he re<|uired to pay lUC per cent., but the 


finest hlnnkots will pay 72 per cent. Tlio 
coarsest and olieapest woolen liats will 
lie suliject to a duty of 1 1 1 per cent., and 
tlio fliiest to till percent. Woinen’k and 
rhildi'on’s clieapest dress goods witli rot- 
ton warp are to he taxed lOti j,cr cent., 
and the finest 7-T percent. Tho lowest 
grade of woolen elolhs will pay 12-7 per 
rent., and the higliest grade 80 per cent. 
The elienpesi ipmlities of knit gomls for 
underwear range fi r in 112 to I.IS per 
cent., lint tlie tiiirst and most expensive 
will pay 78 per cent. Woolen shiwls of 
the coarsest and lowest graile, used by 
the poorest I'cople, will i-ay Kt.'iper cent, 
duty, and worsted goods of the lowest 
grade will pay bin per cent ., while tho 
hiehest grade will pay !Mi percent. 

There are many increases of the rates 
on iron aiirl steel and senreely any re- 
duction on aitieles which ciin he im- 
jioitedat all under the existing rates, 
Tlio rednetions in tliis sclicdiile, ns a 
general rule, will not diminisli taxation 
to any npprcoialilo extent, while all the 
increases arc so arranged as to ohstnict 
importations anil enlianco tlie prices of 
till' domestic articles of tlie same kind. 
On common talde cutlery tlie new rates 
of duty imposed liy tliis hill are very 
largely in excess of tlie old ones under 
wliicli onr mannfactnring cstnlilislirr.oiits 
liave lieen successfully carried on for 
many years, and on tlie clicnper grades 
of pocket-knives, and razors es, ecially, 
tlio rates are greatly increased. 

« « « « 

Common window glass, not exceeding 
Iff by 24 inches siiuare, is increased to 12;| 
percent.; not exceeding 24 liy ;>() inclu s 
sipiarc it is raised to over iff-', per cent., 
nnd all sizes above that are raised to 
over 1;I8 (ler cent., wliile tlicre are very 
large increases u|)on bottles and various 
otlicr manufactures of glasi. 

Camel’s liair, a raw material exten- 
sively used in tliis cffuulry in the mnn- 
nfactiirc of certain kinds of goods, nnd 
which lias been admitted free of duty 
for a great many year.s, is by this hill 
taken from the free list and subjected to 
a tax of 12 cents pci pound, wliicii is 
eiiuivalcnt to 77 per cent, ad valorem. 
During tlio last fiscal year we imported, 
free of duty, ff,ff48,iltl7 pounds of tliis 
matciial, wliicli is absolutely necessary 
to onniilc some of our mannfactuiing 
estahlislimcnts to carry on tlieir business 
and supply the goods they arc now mak- 
ing for tlieir customers; hut if tills hill 
jiasses and tlie same (inantity is imported 
next year It will cost tlie people 
87tt7.771.04 in addition to the value of 
the linir itself. The impositiun of this 
duty, like tho imposition of all other 
duties on raw materials, works a donhlo 
injury. In the tirst place, it imposes an 
unnecessary hurden upon the consumers, 
wlin in tlie end p.ay all the duties with 
profits added ; and, in the second place, 
it destroys the power of the domestic 
manufacturer to comnele witli' liis 
foreign rival in tlio production of goods 
into w'hicli the taxed material is con- 
verted. 

We liave for a long time been endeavor- 
ing to increase our trade with the people 
of Central and Soutli .-Vinerioa and 
Mexico, and at our reiiuest an Inter- 
national Conference is now being held 
to devise means for tlie aceoinplislimcnt 
of tills lesiilt. Tlio iieojile of all these 
countries had a riglit to suppose that 
tliis (ioverninent was acting in gooil 
faith wlien it invited tliem to send their 
delegates here, and that notliiiig would 
he done hv ns to distui h the liarmuny of 
tlieii deliberations or piuvciit the success 
of their mission; hut in tiie midst of 
tlieir consnltalions, and wlien it was 
earnestly hoped tliat some ffraciicahlo 
plan miglit he agreed upon for tlio 
eslahlisliinent of closer commercial re- 
lations, tills liill is reiiorted containing 
provisions wliicli will not only retard 
reciprocal arrangenients for the future, 
hut destroy a large part of tlie trade 
now existing between tliis country and 
some of our neighbors on the south. 

Tlie liill proposes to make large in- 
creases in the duiies on carpet wools.and 
take silver ores containing lend trom tlio 
free list and subject tlie lead contained 
in tlio silver ore to a duty of IJ cents 
per pound, not because we need tlio 
revenue, hut for tlie sole purpose of 
preventing ttieso articles from being im- 
ported into tliij country. 

• « » * 

No reduction lias been made in tlio 
amount of duties imposed umrer any 
scliedulo cxcejit tliat relating to sugar 
and molasses. In nil tlie other tliirteeii 
seliedules of dutiable goods, embracing 
almost every important article tlio peo- 
iile use, except tea and coffee, which 
have lieen free for many years, increases 
are made, and in many of them tlio in- 
crease is very large. 

Tlio liill luoposes to admit, free of 
duty, all biigai up to and including No. 
Iff Dutch standard in color, and pay to 
tlio sugar jirodiicers in this coniitry a 
bounty of two cents per pound eacli 
year until July I, l!ltl.’i, on tlieir product. 
Last year these grades of sugar, wliicli 
aro now inado free, yielded to tlie 
IJoveiTimeiit 8'i4,.sii4,18l, all of wliieli is 
now to lie Kiirreiidereii, and tlie siig.ir 
industry is to heeome an annual cliaive 
upon all tiie iieople who are engaged in 
otiicr oecnpatioiis, some of wliieli are 
far more important ami all of wliicli aio 
fully as nieritorions as iliis one. 

in I88S, wliieli is the last year for 
wliicli we liavu complete returns, tlie 
sugar prnduet in tliis coniitiy was 
:l77,8.’i.‘i,877 poiinils; so lliat even if there 
slionld lie no inereased production under 
tlie liounty sjsiem tlie sum whicli llie 
people arc to he eom|ieIled to donate 
eaeli year for tlie siipfioit of this favored 
industry w ill tie 87.72il.(Kiff,or >1 l.kiMSl.OiiO 
dnriiig tlio lifleen years. l!nl the very 
object of tlie honniy is to eneoiirago the 
prodiietion of tliis very article, and its 
advocates claim tliat in a few years it 
will result in a domestic supply eijual to 
the wliolo demand for liome eonsiimp- 
tion. in adiiition t,/ tlie home product ; 
we imported and consumed dining llic 
last fiscal vear 2.7iHi,42l,;J02 pounds of 
sugar not above No. Iff in odor, making 
a total annual eonsginplioii, iiielniling 
tiomestic and iinported, of •■!,(i7ff.277.n7ff > 
pounils, and therefore, if the system 
results as its .idvoeates predict, the 
annual payment out of tlie Tiimmii.v will 
lie .8ffl,72S,42ff, even witliont any inerease j 
in the amount now consiimod.

Votir Coniniittoo has used all tho 
means at its command and has taken in- 
to consideration all the facts wliich 
could in any way aid it in the porform- 
nneo of the task entrusted to it. It has 
carefully e.xaniiiied and compareil all the 
records, has endeavored to learn the 
character of tho work done in the various 
departments of tlio scho.d, has Riven a 
jiuulic lieariii|; in order that all that 
could he said iniRht como hefore 
it in the must dcllnite form. It has 
also soiiRlit, hy conlldeiitial interviews 
with teachers, parents, and pupils, and 
hy visits to the school to become ao- 
cjuaiiitcd with cvorythiiiR that iniRlit en- 
able it to determine the exact condition 
of affairs. 

Your committoe soon found that its 
duty was a peculiar one. It was iicitlior 
asked to meet formal cliargcs iiRainst 
any of the teachers, nor was it called 
upon to remedy any patent evils. It 
was expected to look into the present 
condition of the school and to report 
in accordance with the facts within its 
IcnowledRo. With this in view, it sub- 
mits in the first place, a few state- 
ments which show tho present Roneral 
condition of the High School. 

The records show that there arc now 
in the school four hundred and twenty- 
three (42!!) scholars. There are twelve 
regular, and four special teachers. Tho 
session is forty weeks durinc every 
school year, from September 8th to June 
27th. The daily sessions begin at 8.3.’) 
a. m. and close at l.l.'i p. m. There is a 
recess of twenty minutes. There is no 
session on Saturday. 

Tho average ago of pupils on entering 
the High School is abaut fifteen years 
and three months. 

One of the first stops of your Commit- 
tee was to determine from an examina- 
tion of tho records whether there was 
any falling off in scholarship or de- 
portment, nnd also whether unusual 
numbers wore withdrawing themselves 
h'om the school. These records, it is 
true, do not furnish conclusive evidoiico 
of the inward condition of the school, 
still in tho absence of facts sufficient to 
discredit them, they must carry with 
them overwhelming conviction. 

It was the wish of your Committee to 
make a comparison of tho average grade 
of scholarship in tho High Schooi during 
a period of at least ten years. Hut it ap- 
peared that records allowing such a com- 
parative view had only been kept for tho 
last four years, and so tho attempt had 
to bo nhnndoiicd.' Tho best test of the 
work of at least a part of tho school will 
be found in tho success of those wlio ap- 
ply for entr.anco to tho higher institu- 
tions of learning. It would have added 
to the coinplotoncss of its report if your 
Committee could have had some test by 
which to determine the scholarship of 
the young women ns well ns of tho young 
men, but because the certiticato of grnii- 
uation from tho High 8cliool is all that is 
required by Women’s Colleges, no such 
test exists. It remained therefore to ob- 
tain the results of tho examinations dur- 
ing a number of years for entrance to 
Harvard College and to tho Institute of 
Technology,, iiistitu'ions at which hy far 
the larger number of young men seeking 
higher education )iursuu their studies. 

The following is a table stating the 
number of those who have applied for 
entrance to Harvard College and also tho 
number of conditions on the preliminarv 
and final examinations from 1882 to 1889. 
Previous to 1882 there are no sulHciently 
definite records,

In regard to tablos like this it must li 


said that while they furnish but a rough 
estimate, it is the only available one. It 
may bo well to say that your Committee 
has received these and all its figures at 
first hand, or through those who Ii.tvo no 
concern in the matter beyond stating tho 
facts as they are. An examination of the 
table above given shows that in tho years 
1882-83 there was an average of 1 4-10 of 
a condition to each student, 1884'.'i, 1 0-19; 
in 1880-87, 2 3-14; while in 1888-89 there 
was an average of 23-3il of a condition to 
each pupil.

must he always rememhered that the 
years when llie record is lowest ami ; 
those when it is higiiest are not neees- ] 
sariiy years wiien the management and ' 
instruction must have lieen correspond- i 
ingly iioor or good. .Much depends uiioii 
the capacity ami failhftilncss of tiiu - 
scholars in any given year. So, that un- 
less the increase or decrease in the grade 
of scholarship as represented in tliesu ! 
examinations is marked and long con- | 
tinned, it does nut furnish an exhaustive ' 
test of the good or had condition of the I 
school at any given i>eriod. Hnt taking 
these statistics as good so far as tiiey go, 
your Committee finds that they show' no 
deterioration in the quality of the schol- ^ 
arsliip of tliu High School, ami maybe 
taken as fair proof that the wuik done 
now is as good as that dune in any year 
of which tlieru is complete record. 

It is a source of regret to your Com- 
mittee that it was unable to find statistics 
and tests such as have been given with I 
regard to the Clussicai llupartment of 
the High .School, which might furnish 
equally detiuitc uvideneu of the chaiac- 
ter and results of the work done in the 
(ieucral Course, It run however he, in a 
measure, taken fur granted that if a large 
portion of ti e school is doing good work, 
the rest is also doing it. Tliuro is no 
evidence that the teachers who are 
working so elTcctivuly in one direction 
arc neglectful in any other. Thu fact is 
that more hours are given by the teach- 


ers to the studies pursued hy those who 
take the (Jeneral (or English Course) than 
to the studies of the Classical course.

The scholars in tho Institute Course 
recite ill tho classes of tho General nnd 
Classical Courses with tho exceiifioii of 
.seven exorcises a week. It is idaiu that 
tlio General t'oiirso is largely included in 
ami forms a sulistaiitinl part of tlie Iiisli- 
tufo Course. Tlio statistics of tlie Iiisli- 
liito course given aliovo therefore indi- 
cates tlie character of the work done in 
the Geiicrai Course. 

During the past llireo years special pains 
have tieeii taken to eiiliirgo tho oppoi tii- 
iiitios for work in tlio laboratory. The 
facilities for sciuiitill , study have Iiucii 
increased tenfold in these years. In niod- 
crii languages and Kuglish Literature 
the iiiBtructiou has never heou ninro 
clllcioiit or coniprelionsivo. 

Ill the statistics of aitcndaiico, tardi- 
ness and of tliose leaving tlio school for 
,nuy cause, it is easy to lliid an exact de- 
"scription of the facts, not merely with 
regard to a part but to tho whole of the 
school for a long period.

This record of the per cent of attend- 
ance shows that during these years there 
has been a variation in the rate of attond- 
anoo of from 90.9 in 1880 to 93.9 in 1882. 
That is, tho dilTcronco between tho year 
when tho per cent of attendance was 
highest, and tho year when it was lowest 
is only three per cent. It will also be 
found by this table that the per cent of 
attendance for 1889 was 03.4. 

The record of tardiness in proportion 
to the number of tho sholars shows that 
in 1889 there was less tardiness than in 
any other year reported in the table witli 
the exception of 1880.

table Clearly shows that the mimher of 
those leaving the school for any caiiso 
before graduation, does not vary in any 
very marked way year after year, and 
that the iiumhcr during the last live 
years lias steadily diinipislicd. Hut if in 
any one year it should suddenly increase 
this might ho owing to one or more of 
several causes, nnd need not ho taken as 
a proof tliat the school was losing favor 
in the community. 

The following table shows the number 
of eacli class who liavo left the school for 
any cause.

Another step taken by your Committee 
was to give all who had any criticism, 
coniplnint or suggestion to olTor couceru- 
iiig the Ilii^h School a public hearing. 
Tlio invitation to tliis was twice piib- 
lislicd ill tho local papers. Tlio meeting 
was well attended and v.irious persons 
were heard. The lionriiig|occupicd iiear- 
Iv foul liours, nnd if it had been called - 
for, tlio Committee would liavo granted 
aiiotlier lieariiig. This liowevcr was not ^ 
requested, but tlie Committee exiircssed 
itself rcaiiv to receive any commuiiic.v j 
tioii wliethor written or oral uoiieeriiiiig i 
the Iligli Sell lol, ami if desired treat it 
as strictly eoiilidoiitial. This was done | 
ill order tliat no one iiiiglit lio deterred liy 
any motive from expressing his or lier 
full mind. Your Coniniittco was con- 
scious of only one desire and tliat was to 
.allow tlio fullest and freest utterance of 
all criticisms and suggestions, and give 
them impartial and serious considera- 
tion. 

It is pleasant to be able to state tliat 
all that was said or written was in tlie 
liest spirit and conveyed in tlio most 
eoiirteons foi 111. Tlie crilieisms, ohjee- 
tions and suggestions were of tlie must 
various kind. One or two coniplainls 
were iiiadti against one or two of tlie 
to.ieliers for using abusive or ratlier coii- 
temptiuiiiK terms in addressing scliolars. 
'I'lieso liowever appeared to lie rare eases 
ami may well lie dealt willi as s|ieeial 
eases wlieii tliey arise. .Sneli comliiet on 
tlie part of tlie teaelier would at all times 
he eoiideiiined liy those wlio liave tlie , 
High .School ill eliarge. .several lioie 
witness to tliu ability and faitlitiilnuss of I 
tlio Head iiuisler. 

In tile piililic liearing most of the time 
was ocen|>ied in disenssing tlioories of 
teaeliing and metliods of iiiiiiiiiiistiatioii. 
.Many of tlie critieisms made were admit- 
ted liy tliosu wlio stated lliem to he equally 
true of sneli schools uverywliere. .Some 
thought tlie seliool hours were too sliort 
and tlie seliool days too few wliilu otliers 
on tlie contrary urged tliat the hours 
were too lung and the iluys too many. 
The niiiiiHguinent of the school was on 
the one hand criticised because it dealt 
with Itie scliolars as if they were eliil- 
(Iren, while on the other hand it was 
hlaiiied for treating tliemas if tliey were 
mat lire ladies and gentleiiieii. Crilieism 
of such opposite kinds niuy perhaps he 
taken as evidence tliat in its managemeiit 
tlie High Seliool does nut go to one ex- 
treme or the other. Hut if too little 


time is given to tho work of the school 
that is oqimlly true of the schools of 
MnssRelinsctts generally. If on the con- 
trary the hours are too many it seems 
strange that parents and scholars do not 
hesitate to add to them, so that one third 
of tho implls are devoting seven hours 
each a week to music, while still others 
are engage, 1 for several hours each a 
week in tho study of languages, in addi- 
tion to the school rcqniromeiil. Wc find 
also that some of tho scholars consider 
themselves able to do tho work of the 
school and at the same time to attend to 
the duties of social life. .Some ohjection 
was made to the system of marking nnd 
it was claimed that tlie svstem in use 
was not lltled to indic.ite tlie actual value 
of tlio work done liy the student. All 
systems of marking are in the naliirc of 
tlio case tentative and inadequate, ami 
may In special cases fail to do eoniplelo 
justice to particular pupils. Hut it is 
doubtful whether a change in tlie syst. in 
would make it any heller for all" con- 
cerned. The most that can he properly 
demanded under any svstem of marking 
is that all should he dealt willi in flie 
same way. .So far as your (,'ommitteo has 
been able to learn tlicrc is no proof that 
this has not been d.me. .-\s for the par- 
ticular system of marking now in use, 
your Coniniittco lias carcfnlly iminirci! 
into it, and finds that it has hcoii adopted 
as tlio result of long experience and care- 
ful tlionglit, and tliat it is, on the wliole, 
well adapted to givo a fair index of tlie 
value of tlio work done hy the pupils. 

It was also olijootcd that tlie scliolars 
wore not aided in their work as tiny ouglit 
to he, and that too little time was given 
to tho answering of questions during the 
hours of recitation. Tins is an import- 
ant matter and deserves consideration. 
It may he tliat some scholars tliruiigli 
lack of personal care at critical moments 
ill their studies may fail to understand 
their work and in cniisequoiico lose all 
interest in it. And doubtless with 
more teachers and greater facilities more 
personal attention might he given to 
scholars. But your Committee docs not 
find that any scholar has been compelled 
to go without receiving help if he desired 
It. Many of tho teachers are willing 
after or before the regular school hours 
to givo aid, and one of the toacliors who 
is present nearly every afternoon of the 
week, and who is known to givo help to 
students in his department, said that no 
one ever requested his services. It is 
true that many of the scholars live at 
too great a distance to return in the 
afternoon for aid, but many also live very 
near and the fact that they do not seek 
help which they know can bo had shows 
how little real need of it is felt. 

Objection was m.ade that scholars enter 
tho Higli School too early. Tho average 
ago is nftccii years and two months, and 
tlie present arringcmoiit of the relation 
of the Grammar to tho High School is 
one whicli has found favor with tho lead- 
ing educators of tho country, and your 
Committee sees no reason for rccom- 
mciidiiig the reconstruction of the school 
system. It li.ss also been urged that the 
High School is designed with a view to 
tlie preparation of about ten per cent of 
tlic scholars for higher institutions of 
learning, wliilu the needs of the great 
majority of the pupils are unheeded. The 
fact is that of tho cUss entering tills last 
year .‘il per cent selected either the Clas- 
sical or Institute Course, while during 
the past seven or eight years almost more 
than oiic-tliird of the pujiils has taken 
one or tho other. 

The General Course does not reiiuire 
the study of Latin and Greek, being 
especially devised witli a view to tliose 
who do not iii'.eud to pursue tlioir studies 
after leaving the seliool. In this Course 
a hoy or girl can receive tlioroiigli train- 
ing ill English, in matlicmatics and in 
the iiatiiral sciences, from the best 
teachers in tlic school. 

There is also a Hnsincss Course coii- 
neeted with tlie Seliool intended for those 
who may desiro iiistrnctinn directly 
adapted to fit tlicm f(>r a Imsiiicss career. 
Evciy part of the community is taken in- 
to consideration in tlic work of the New- 
ton High .School. 

It is prohahlo that a course of study 
occupying live years instead of four 
might ho more protitnhle to many of the 
scliolars, and miglil enable them to do 
I tlieir work with more tlioronglincss and 
less sense of linrrv. Such a plan lias been 
recommended hy yoiir Siiperintondeiit, 

I and is now under cousiduration. Some 
j have tlionght it would be well to have 
I an additional High School more easily 
accessible to a portion of our citizens 
than the present Higli Seliool Building, 
wliilo others have thought a separate 
school devoted entirely to a Collegiate 
Course was an ini|>orative need. 

Hotli these propositions have been 
hronglit hefore tlic School Hoard and 
now await its consideration. Tlirongli 
Boiiio of these ways our High School in- 
struction m.ay ho improved. In the 
meantime the wise course seems to ho to 
make the best of the present cniiditioiis, 
and tills your Comniitteo believes the 
teachers and the great majority of the 
pupils in our Higli School have been and 
are now doing. 

Your Committee has sought in all 
possitde ways to get at tlic lieart of tlic 
real condition of tlie Higli .Seliool. It is 
possildu it may liavo missed some facts, 
or may liave misiiiidersl-jod some of tlic 
existing conditions tint your Com- 
mittee tliiiiks tliat nith the co-opcratioii 
and sympatliy of the people of N’ewtoii, 
wliicli it lielieves the sclioid deserves it 
will continue to do work wliicli will 
eqii.il if it does not surpass tlio best it 
lias done. .\iid the members of tliat 
Commirtee feel sure in tlie liglit of all tlio 
know ledge they liave been aide to gam, 
that the present condition of tliu N'ewtoii 
lllgli Seliool is siicli ns to wairaiit tlio 
assnraiiee tliat tlie pupil of average 
liealtli, streiigtii, and capacity, wlio is 
willing to give faitlitnl and undivided 
atteiitioii to Ills work can prepare liim- 
self to enter wiili honor tlie liiglier in- 
stitiilioiis of leaniing, audio enter witli 
confidence into active life.

Tito report of the Hiph School iiivesti- 
patinp committee will bo found on I 
another papo and will bo read with | 
interest. The committee should be i 
piven credit for a pood deal of hard 
work in prepariiip it, and for having ' 
conscientiously striven to fulfil the duty I 
imposed upon them, ns they understood j 
it. To understand the matter more | 
clearly, it should be stated that the ob- j 
ject of the investigation was to find out | 
“the scholarship and deportment of the | 
school,” and by scholarship was meant, I 
as stated by the mover of the investiga- | 
tion, the st.andinp of those scholars who I 
finish their school days at the High ' 
School, and to see if they are makiiip ! 
satisf.actory progress, and the school is j 
doing for them what such a school 
should do. 

It will be noticed that no facts are 
given in the report in regard to the 
standing of scholars in the English or ^ 
Business courses, or their scholarship' 
while elaborate tables are given of the 
students who entered at Harvard and at 
the Institute, who are generally the | 
for ' 


many times the interests of others are I 
sacriliccd. There were 20 of these | 
pupils who passed their examinations 
last year, but the reader will look in 1 
vain for information as to the rest of 
the class, or the record they made at 
school, although the committee state 
that as .A1 per cent, of the entering class ■ 
last year took the Classical or Institute 
course, the school can be juilged from ' 
the success of scholars in these courses. i 
This is an assumption merely, and may 
or may not be true, for anything that ] 
appears in the report. If we assume 
that the Harvard and Institute boys, 
those who pass the examinations, are 
usually the brightest members of a class, 
as may fairly be done, the unsatis- 
factory nature of the report appears at 
once. 

The report lias a general resemblance j 
to tl)c annual school report, and while it , 
is vahuible as fai as it goes, it is to be re- i 
gretted that tlie committee did not strike , 
out on an inde|)endent lino of investiga- , 
tion and leave the beaten tracks covered 1 
so many times in the annual reports. 
Sucli an investigition might iiave' been of 
great and lasting benelit to the school. 

But there is this excuse for the com- 
mittee; aside from the public heriing 
ami one letter they were not apiiroaebed 
by any jiarent, or given any information 
about causes of di.ssatisfaction. To be 
sure, tliey might have made a house to 
bouse canvas of the city, aud asked each 
parent's opinion of the seliool, but they 
took the ground that it there were no 
other com|iliints, or complainants, than 
those who ajipeared at the public bear- 
ing the school must be in a pre'ty satis- 
factory loudition. Tliey invited paients 
to call on them, but nunc ctme and only 
one letter was received, and tliey were 
left to make tlieir invcstig.ition in tlieir 
on'ii way. 

I’erliaps an nnfurtiiii.itc impression 
was given at llie public healing, by the 
attitude of one of the coniiiiittec, and 
this may liavo accounted f ai- the public 
neglect, as there were many paients wlio 
went to tlie liearing to siicak, but so 
inncli time was taken up liy the com- 
mittee and tlie teacliers, that tliey 
did not liavo an opiioi tunity. Probably 
if .Mr. IJell bail been appointed 
a iiiember, the report would liave 
been of a very dilferent cliaiacter, 
and iicople wlio are dissiitislied would 
have felt mure contiilence in tlie coiii- 
mittei*. The comniitteo tliink tliat as lie 
moved tlie inveb'igation lie oiiglit to 
have been given a chance at tlie work in- 
volved ill It and been imnle to liear a 
share of tlie responsibility. .As it is 
now, tlie report in its iireseiit sliape will 
prolialdy only satisfy tliose who were 
fully satislieil before. 

To sum uj), tlie repoil is excellently 
written, w ith iiiaiiy more or less interest- 
ing tables of statistics, Ijiit it lias aliso- 
liltely iiotliiiig to say in legaicl to tlie 
niaiii uliject fur wliich tlie conimitlee 
was a|ipuiiited and the cuinniittee 
have evidently no suinliun tliat tliey can 
or dare oiler of the High School trouble. 
The jieople are still as ignorant as they 
were at the lieginiiiiig of tlie ellicieney, or 
tliuruughnebs of the work dune in the 
general course, or the Bcholarsliip of 
those pupils who lake that course. It 
would be an excellent thing to ajipoint 
a euniiiiittee now to leally investigate 
the selKdsiship of tlie iligli .School 
pupils, outside of the Harvard and Insti- 
tute piei>uratuiies, who cuiiipuse |ier- 
hai>s one third or one fourth of each 
class. The joeseut report presents no 
facts or figures to change the opinions of 
those who were dissatisfied.

There are vacant fields on Nonantum 
street, near the River, on Hnnnewell 
Hill, on Tremont street, on Arlington 
and Biiphton streets, on Mt. Ida, and a 
number in the Morse field district, some 
of which are used neither for pasturage 
nor for grass, and will not tlie owners of 
some of tlieso oiler them either free or 
for a reasonable rent for a public play- 
ground, under proper restrictions. The 
rent demanded could be raised by a pub- 
lic subscription.

Til's region from which 1 write to-ilay 
possesses certain ch.iiacteristics and pt- 
ciil.iiities which makes it individual and 
in a w:iy iiniipie. It is incoiiijiaiablu 
with any other place that it haseiei been 
my privilege to visit. 'I'he blase itinerant 
in writing home may say that .Santa B.ir- 
bara iciiiiinls him so iiiiicli of .Aleiitoiie, 
simply because the bay is crescent slia|ie; 
aiiotber 'ine will perhaps say that .M|iiiiig 
street in Los .Angeles reminds him so 
much of High Holborii in London, only 
because the street is laid out with asp- 
halt, while still another can liken any 
place to -Nice because it has Hies, nios 
ijuitos and dust. 

This eijuableaud salubrious climate of 


which the Califoiniau may truly be 
prouil, is its pieeminent fo.tiure and can 
liardly be likened with that of any other 
place. Surely it cannot bo eompared 
with that of Saint .Augustine or .Matiitoti. 
Ntce, .Alentotie. (Jeno.a and Naples are 
very delightful and seems to be all that 
couM be desired to the naturalized A'an 
kee Doodle, but not to one who lives or 
has passed atiy time here. I’erhaps the 
nearest thing to it is that of New South 
AA’ales in .Australia. 

The lavish land ot" nature, which re- 
sults from a climate which may be said 
to be perennially spring and fall, and the 
prodigious vegetation are also preemi 
nent features. So it is that this country 
may be said to jmssess two nreeminent 
features, the climate and the natural 
beauties. Due in writirghomo naturally 
speaks of these above all others, for 
practicilly speaking there is little else to 
write about: but on this topic volumes 
could be written, and yet the half would 
not be told. He who would seek a place 
for its hist'iry, for all that is dear in as- 
sociations. wouhl not find it here, wHiere 
the great metropolis in the uoithern part 
of this state, which has had such a mar- 
velous growth, and is now of so much 
importance, has a history of a little over 
forty years, while the smaller one in the 
south is not twenty vears old. The little 
town from which 1 write to-day is h.ardly 
ten years old, and yet it has a population 
of nearly ten thousaud. Could y.iu look 
about with me aud see the sliops and 
i'Ublic buildings on Colorado street, and 
the beautiful residences ou Orange Grove 
avenue, you would bo strongly impiessed 
with its prodigious growth aud the en- 
terprisiug spirit of its people; you would 
also be imiuessed with the possibilities 
with such a climate and soil; aud I think 
that you would agree with me in feeling 
that it would be the ideal home for your 
great grandehildien. 

.As 1 said above, this country possesses 
certain char.icteristics.which it would be 
hard to timl elsewheie. One of the 
strangest and perhaps must interesting 
of these is the curious hay of the laud. 

I cannot adeipiately toll you what I mean 
by this, nor can you fully understand it, 
until you yourself have walked or ridden 
over this country. Dne is constantly met 
with surprises; there is much that is 
paradoxical and delusive. There are 
those times when arroyos (rivers) will 
seem to How up hill, aud wheu you can- 
not tell whether you are going up or 
down. This is explained in a manner by I 
the gentle undulation of the laud. Tue i 
laud slopes very gradually from the 
mountains to sea, so that when these 
lines are brought against the abrupt and 
precijiitoiis lines of the moutaius it is 
very deceiving, and hence you will I 
seem to be going down hill when you are | 
really going up. ■ 

Should you walk with me to-day from | 
C'llorado street, (the main street of Pas- 1 
adciia) toward the foot hills of tlie j 
Sierra Madre llauge, you would not 
realize that you had been ascending, so 
gentle was tbe gradient, until you had 1 
looked back and seen considerably below 
you, the little town of Pasadena, and in 
the distance the outline of the ‘‘Hay- 
mond” located on an eminence three 
hundred feet higher than the valley. 
This country is Hat, in places undulating, 
and praiiielike. Do not misunderstand 
me; do not think that it is devoid of hill 
and vale, mountain or ravine; for the 
tr.iils, canons, mesas, arroyos of the .Sierra 
Madre aud Santa LTiez mountains adtl 
largely to the beauty and attraction of 
the place and make it the Paradise that 
it is. But aside from all this, aside 
from those parts that are admissibly 
mountainous, niuch of the land lies Hat '■ 
and is level. Should .V'ju go riding soon 
after bieakfast and return before lunch, 
you would be surprised to learn from the 
driver that you had ridden over twenty 
miles, so little time weie you gone, and 
so much of the time was there in w iden 
the horse could trot. 

.And then, again, one is greatly 
deceived, not alone in altitudes but in | 
measuring distances with the eye, so ' 
wonderfully clear is the atmosjdicre. j 
How often it is that a tree or house i 
seems to be wi:hin a short walk and yet I 
the tree keeps moving — away from us for , 
four or live miles and we return home, 
tired, and having profited by the ex- ! 
perience. 

If in writing home to day, I should ! 
attempt to de.scribe the beauties about ! 
me, there would not be that contrast I 
with what it is now at homo that there ! 
would have been had 1 written in Maich 
or even .April. But with us tliero is little 
ditference, if anything it is notasilelight- 
ful as it was during March or .Ajiril. 
The days of late have been a good deal 
warmer; the Howers and wild llora have 
been at their best; and it is that season i 
of the year which we would speak of as ' 
late spring, as the season between hay ' 
anil grass. It is yet too early for the I 
fruits, still the s’raw berries are now very . 
plentiful and the cherries would be 
were we in the Santa Clara valley. 1 
noticed as I rode through (.'olorailostieet 
this morning that the strawberries in 
the maiket were selling six boxes for , 
two "bits" ig.'i cents), (.an you see this 
at home? <

fore liini were the iiieiiibers of C'lmrles 
YVard Post 02 and n iar^e congregation, 
completely filling the large auditorium. 
The iipcakcr took his text from II Timo- 
thy, 2, III: “Tlioii therefore endure 
hardiicsH, aa a good Holdier of .Icsus 
Christ.” The man Paul, 'rho wrote this 
ecntciico, said the speaker, was not a 
military roan; ho was a Christian mis- 
sionary, Jesus Christ was not a military 
man; ho was the son of God, the proph- 
et, tlio .Savior of the world. If the writ- 
er and the man of whom ho wrote and to 
w horn ho wrote wore not military men, 
why did Paul use this military language? 

Paul had the martial strain in his very 
nature, The now testamont has nothing 
in it about Christians being soldiers. 
The tliouglit is Paul’s thought. It was 
Paul who said: “Let thy loins be girt 
about with truth; your feet sharpened 
with the preparation of the gospel of 
peace, have upon your head for a helmet 
to protect your intellect, the hope of 
salvation, buckled upon you the broast- 
jdato of righteousness.” Paul was born 
in a military town. In his mission work 
he came in contact with the Koman sol- 
diers. No wonder, therefore, that he 
put his words in these wonderfully sliarj) 
military outlines. 

I have chosen to preach upon this 
text, continued the speaker, because no 
class of people can better aiipreciatc the 
force of those figures ot Paul’s words 
than the members of the grand army. 
YVe have enjoyed a long period of peace. 
Twenty-five years have jiasscd since you 
laid down your arms, after winning the 
blessing that we now enjoy. To you 
these years have passed quickly; it does 
not seem long. Y'our sons know little 
about the war and the costs. To them it 
is only a page of history. Let us thank 
God for it and pray that their sons m.ay 
not become the sous of veterans. His- 
tory reveals no other record of a nation 
enjoying such long periods of peace ns 
ours. After the Ilevolutionary war, 31 
years passed before the scenes of another 
battle’s strife, and again 31 years jiassed 
away before the war with Mexico. To- 
day, 25 years have (lassed since your 
fl.ags were furled aud you returned to 
your homes. 

Most of us have learned, none better 
than you, that life presents still other 
campaigns. We have had the campaigns 
in which the Christian soldiers had to 
endure hardships. I am inclined to 
think from listening to the histor}’ of the 
civil struggio from the soldiers' iips that 
it was hardness all the way through. In 
order to be good Christian soldiers in the 
campaign of peace, wo must bo able to 
endure hardness. Since the war, great 
politic.al questions have been decided, 
with which you add I had little to do. 

. How to meet the war debt, the position 
of the Southern gentleman, the tarilY aud 
such problems have been settled in Con- 
gress. There are other questions that 
cannot be settled in Congress, that can 
only be settled by Christian fortitude. 
After the war came the financial crisis, 
bringing with it debased ideas concein- 
ing the accumul.’ttion of- money. It took 
Christian men to stand upon their feet in 
order to meet that issue. Christian men 
have acquired wealth and remained hon- 
est. It is honest to coin the thought of 
the brain into gold, but it can be done in- 
a Christian way. We are on the wave, I 
believe, of a new financial order of 
things in this country, and it will result 
ill the firmer establishment of honest 
business methods. 

The war had its effect in deb.asing the 
morals of the American people. It 
blotted out some things, resulting in 
good, including the old-fashioned Puri- 
tan Sabbath. The Puiitan .Sabbath was 
not so good in its conception as the .Sab- 
bath of to-day. I deplore certain loose 
and irrigular ways of spending the Lord's 
<lay, but it is well that we have got rid 
of the legal idea of the Sabbath. Tlie 
veterans who fought on Sunday prayed 
to God for grace, aud waged war for 
their country's salvation. That w’hs do- 
ing God’s work. But the Puritan tavern 
has also been wiped away and what has 
come in its place? Few men here can 
remember the old-fashioned taverns, bu 
so far us the intelligence, morals and 
strength of men are concerned, it would 
be immeasurably better to bring b.tek 
the old tavern than to possess this pesti 
lentini thing they call a saloon. How 
are wo to meet this evil? By ctfoits of 
men like you, nut only in Newton, but 
rising in their might and strength 
throughout this grand nation. It can bu 
settled only at the feet of Jesus Christ. 

Loose ideas concerning the home have 
been springing up in the past 25 
years. We have orguiiixed (societies for 
the su]ipression of vice and fur the sup- 
jiression of divorce. Some phases of 
American family life fur illegality and 
immuraiity surjiass that of Kiigland and 
France. How are we going to meet this? 
It would not be fair to say that the war 
brought this conditiun, but as the result 
of the war this condition was brought 
nbuut. Many homes were broken up, 
many daughters and suns left orphans, 
many forced ignorantly and willi no 
guiding influence into the world. The 
men who returned with the grand army 
are among the nublesl and purest men in 
America. It is only'thruugh the efforts 
of these nobler and imrer men, who dare 
to do right fur Jesus sake, that a debused 
moral condition can be improved. The 
question which arose after the war— 
what to do with the freed men, lias been 
met by men who were able to endure 
burliness, it has been met through the 
efforts of the soldiers of Christ, estab- 
lishing schools and colleges, educating 
the colored men, making them not only 
better citinens, but better Christians. 
The colored race has been lifted up mor- 
ally and intellectually. These edueation- 
tio'nal institutions were established by 
Christian men wilting to make sacritices 
in order tliat the cunilitiun of others 
might bu ini|iroved. They hud to meet 
and contend with the aulural prejudice 
and anger of the .Southern puo|de. Thu 
Southerners, it must be rememburud, 
have had some excuse for ilisliking the 
freed men. Thu .Southern widow' of a 
confederate soldier bus some reason fur 
bur hatied of the northern soldiers who 
burned their homes and made desolate 
their cities. This feeling of hatred is 
cooling, and a snirit of Tirothurly love 
and peace is graaually taking its place. 


How has that condition been brought 
about? not by aiiv act of Congress. Con- 
gress caiinol sclllc such questions. It is 
through Ciiristiauily, by the love of the 
Clirislian lirotber for the Christian 
brother that these men arc brought neni- 
er together. Itis the spirit of God that 
is eenicnting the union between North 
and South. Let us do our part as good 
soldiers of Jesus: let us keep on fighting 
these campaigns of peace until wo have 
settled these great moral questions and 
learned to live together as hrcthrcii in 
this grand country. 

In conclusion, the speaker, addressing 
the members of the post, said: '‘Twen- 
ty-five years ago, waiting for the grand 
review, you could say, 1 have fought the 
good fight, I have Kept niy pledges, and 
to-morrow the capital city will bo ablaze 
with patriotism; my country wiil place 
upon my head a crown of righteousness. 
Aye, and not only for the dust begrimed 
fellows who marched with Klicrmau to 
the sen, but for evoryono is awaiting a 
crown of rejoicing forever. Fight on 
then to the end and with Paul say, 'God 
the righteous judge will place a crown 
of righteousness upon my head; and 
may the blessing of God rest upon you 
aiul yours for his name's sake.
